HAVING perufed your late publica- 


tion on the verity and truth of that moft fublime and 
truly prophetic fcience—AsTROLOGY, give me leave 
thus to congratulate you on your interefting and very 
ingenious difquifitions, which I fincerely hope will have 
‘due deference and attention paid to them by the learned 
and judicious part of mankind, and in an efpecial mane 
ner by every true lover of occult knowledge. 

How very ftrange it appears to an attentive obferver, 
that even in this enlightened age there fhould be fo many 
perfons found who are thorough infidels to the doétrine 
of /econd caufes, and who prefer darknefs to light ; yet 
many fuch are in being, and it is to fuch that I beg leave 
to offer the following remarks, hoping that fome of them 


_ may ferve to elucidate, and be confidered as worthy of 
the fubjeét they are written in defence of,

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I am willing to fuppofe that the chief caufe of our 
having fo many unbelievers in the /fiderean art proceeds 
from that prejudice, which derives its fource from a 
wrong-founded thefis, inculcated by our parents or others 
who haye the charge ef our education during our infant. 
ile years; for certain it 1s, that the precepts we imbibe 
from our teachers often engrofs our minds: during’ life; — 
thus, inftead of an impartial enquiry being duly made 
before we give our opinion, we are but tog apt to gon- 
demn and..pronounce judgment unpremeditated, through 
being fo unhappily fwayed by the bigatted opinions of 
others. But furely the many great and learned perfons 
who have either practifed or encouraged this wonderful 
art fhould have proper. weight with impartial and ingen- 
vous miads; and fuch, by thinking independantly, and 
ufing a moderate degree of penetration, will affuredly 
find that there is a true Aftrology 1 in the heavens ; nota 
juggling | contrivance effe&ted by guels, or chance, but a 
fyftem, built on a foundation, natural, certain, and always 
true, provided the profeffor is endowed with abilities 
adequate to the exercife of this truly laudable and ab- 
firufe art.—Perhaps, the moft prevalent opinion on this 
fcience may be, that although it is confiftent with truth 
in fome meafure, yet. from being often blended with 
error, it 1s not generally to be depended on. This may 
be partly juft—But may we not fay the fame of all other 
ats ? Do not derton, i BU EES divines and the greateit 
for this a at that wake | is no arly in any of fetes aie 
fertions, or utility in their picoveries, merely becaufe 

fome 
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fome ate fo unhappy in their principles and contrary in 
their pra€tice P—=Certainly not: for it is clear to reafons 
able men, that there are fome eftablifhed axioms, fomé 
fats which cahnot be controvertéd, let the multitude 
think or fay what they may.+<But as thofe who orice 
difbelieved, ate, when converted to truth, in many ref: 
pedis its beft advocates—becaufe they know what were 
their former obje@tions==fo, fpeaking of Afirology, as I 
was brought up to a difbelief of it, 1 will heré ftate the 
greateft objeftion that was ever indulged by myfelf 
againit it, or propofed by my parents who were infidels 
to the dofirine of fecond caufes; it was this—That fo 
many perfons are born at the fame time. Now how 
comes it fay they, who doubt the truth of Aflrology, 
that fuch have not the fame fate impertding—Why are 
they riot fubjeét to the fame good or bad fortune? This 
we will admit as a plaufible queftion—but one that can 
be fatisfa&torily arifwered, as will be feeri by the follow- 
ing remarks. In the firft place, then, although there 
are numbers even in England who are born néarly at the 
fame time, yet unlefs it be alfo in the fame latitude and 
longitude their refpeétive fates will be as different as if 
they weré not born onthe fame hour, And as their 
Horofcope will be different, by the planets having differ- 
ent latitades, the fignification, or judgment deduced from 
the figure of birth muft vary accordingly. But admit- 
ting that two perfons were actually born at the fame 
friifiute of time, and in the fame meridian—a circum- 
flance which does not happen fo often as fome may 
imagine<syet the flock the native fprang from, and the 

be {phere 
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{phere of life he is born to muft according to common 
fenfe create a very confiderable difference in their fub- 
fequent fortunes. This is a remark of a far abler writer 
on this fcience thanI am. Mr. J. Harris, ftudent in 
Aftrology and phyfic, has proved it in a mifcellany late- 
ly publithed, that it is poffible and plaufible that a prince 
and a chimney-fweeper, or a nobleman and a beggar 
may be born at the fame time; but notwithftanding, 
_ fays he, the prince will not be a beggar, nor the beggar 
a prince. Accordingly as one rifes in the world, fo will 
the other, according to the {phere they may move in, 
and thus will they be fubje&t to the fame ebb and vifici- 
tudes of fortune. Suppofe anobleman’s child commands 
-an army, and by difobeying or rebelling againft his king 
he gets beheaded: the beggar’s child may be a common 
foldier in the fame regiment, and for a fimilar offence 
get hanged: no condition fo high—no eftate fo low—+ 
but admits of greater brilliancy, or vice verfa, more 

abje€t flavery. 
Much has been faid concerning the fate of children 
who are twins, but it does not follow becaufe they are 
fo that they are abfolutely born at the fame period. 
Sometimes there are many hours between their births. 
Few are born nearer than fifteen minutes of each other, — 
and this in fome particular cafes varies the figure, or ho- 
rofcope of birth confiderably. But when they are born 
near to the fame time, undoubtedly their fate -will be 
much the fame, particularly refpecting the time of death. 
Some years ago, I knew of two twin fifters, who were 
fo very much alike that few could diftinguifh one from 
the 
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the other. Even the mother of them drefied them dif- 
ferently the better to diftinguifh them. They lived till 
they were about four years of age. They beth had the 
fmall-pox—one died of it; and the other before fhe got 
well of the diforder was fcalded to death, by pulling a 
kettle of water from off the fire. 


Much more might 
be faid to prove a fimilarity of fortune where the births 
are nearly at the fame time, 

Whether or not. a mitigation of infortunes may be 
brought about by means of a fore-knowledge of future 
events, isa querie I have not yet been able to get fatis- 
faGtorily folved. You, Sir, feem to think that it is pol 
fible for men in fome degree to avert the evil portents 
of unfortunate pofitions. Much may be faid on this fub- 
jeGt. Certainly in various diforders incident to humar 
nature, much may be done by phyfic; and if fuccefsiully . 
_adminiftered, this may be faidin fome degree to melio- 
rate the evil affection of malefic planetary influence; 
and therefore we fhould Jook upon it as difficult for an 
artift to give judgment by a decumbiture, when fo many 
very extraordinary evacuations and revulfions are fre- 
quently made, by the often fuperlative and exhorbitant 
prattife of bleeding, purging, and bliffering. For by 
fuch means as thefe the flate of the fluids and folids 
mutt be meterially altered, and as it is by heat and moift- 
ure, &c. that the planetary influence is conveyed, and as 
we know that a deprivation, or fuper-abundance of ei- 
ther one or the other is the proximate caufe of our indif- 
pofitions, fo we may naturally conclude, the evacuations 
before mentioned, muft confiderably aiter the cafe under 
confideration. 
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confideration. Formerly phyfic and Allrology went 
hand in hand. No doubt a dae knowledge of the aftral 
eaufe of difeafes muft be a grand afliftance to a judicious 
shy fician. ‘But the jargon rmixt with the praétice of 
medicine, as difplayed by Paracelfus and others of his 
time, has enly tended to bring Aftrology into difrepute 5 
for Paracelfus not content with being thought an adept 
in elementary philofophy, likewife withed the credulous 
to believe that his remedies (which were chiefly com- 
pofed of opium or mercury) were brought to him 
through the means of fuper-natural agency ; and indeed, 
in thofe days, every learned man, or pretender to learn- 
ing, was fuppofed to have his. Familiar at his beck. Pere 
haps it is for this reafon that even the pure Aftrology is 
fo much difcountenanced by the Legiflaturefor when 
it is duly confidered how many ignorant perfons of both 
fexes pretend to tell farprifing ftories relative to abfent 
perfons by fea or land, &c. without knowing even the 
charatter of a planet, we need not be fo much furprized. 
Mankind are always too apt to give way to extremes== 
and having been once duped by art, or ignorance, they 
afterwards are often found to be infenfibly led aftray 
from reafon, truth and conviétion. This is but little 
encoutagement, it muft be owned, for a fearching and 
inquifitive mind; for to the vulgar a wrong opinion is 
never wanting when any thing fublime is performed 
which exceeds their confined comprehenfion. Hence 
it was, that Dr. Fauftus (who is faid to be the firfl ms 
ventor of printing) was fuppofed to have dealings with 
the devil—for by diftributing a number of bills among 

a 


a crowd of people, and each perfon finding his neigh. 
bour to have an exaét reprefentation of his. own paper, 
they thought that the Doftor could not come by them 
through any other medium than by the help of Old 
Nick.--Aftrologers to this day are fuppofed by fome ta 
have the fame agency: and Sir Ifaac Newton might 
perhaps be confidered by fuch as another perfon indebt- 
ed to his black Highnefs; for how otherwife could they 
conceive it poffible for aman. to foretel with fuch preci- 
fion the time when eclipfes would occur, with many 
other fingular phenomena in mathematics and natural 
philofophy? The art of zroffation was alfo another 
eanirivance fuppofed te have been difcovered to man- 
kind by Belzebub-—from all thefe confiderations it mu& 
-eertainly appear that the Devil isa very learned and 
-eommunicative fpirit, and alfo. a profound philofopher !! 
But jefling apart—it is very eertain that the majority of 
mankind would not credit the poffibility of a man’s 
foaring three miles perpendicuiar in height from his 
mother earth, Hew altonithing are the difcoveries of 
genius $ What a miraculous and ftapendous art! Yet 
how fimple when the principle of it is truly difeover- 
ed!—»We have frequently before us as great phenomena 
jn nature as this is=-yet by oftea furveying them we 
think lightly of them. The theory of light and vifion, 
the occult principle of the magnet, and the wonderful 
effects of eleétricity, engage invefligation as much and 
fheuld excite admiration even more than zroftation ; 
for they are far more furprifing than any of our newly 
difcovered arts.--But what hall we fay for fome who 

| are 
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are perfeét enemies to art and ingenuity? Such, wher 
Aftrology or eroftation 1s fpoken of, are heard to ex- 
¢laim—‘* How prefumptuous in man to pretend to read 
the deftiny of the heavens !—How impious and daring 
for a mortal to ftrive to penetrate beyond the clouds !” 
What pity it is that ignorance and fuperftition fhould | 
have fuch confiderable hold on thofe who ufe fuch in- 
- valid exclamations; remarks fo ill applied, and fo calcu- 
lated to damp the fpirit of all philofophic refearches. 
Had fuch men but a competent idea of the great wifdom: 
it has pleafed the Almighty to endow fome men with 
forely a far different inference than that of prefumption 
would be drawn from his bountiful difpenfations: they 
would not then make fuch unwarrantable obfervations, 
but rather look up to Omnipotence with fervour, adora- 
tion, and praife—exulting in the all-wife difpofal of the 
univerfe, created with fuch truly admirable harmony and 
' concordance, and-thus in extacy exclaim with the 
pfalmift: “When I confider the heavens the work of 
Thy Fingers—the moon and the flars that thou haft or- 
dained—Lord, what is man that Thou art (thus) mindful 
ef him, or the fon of man that Thou confidereft him !” 
This it 1s which may with juftice be fliled ¢rue philo/o- 
phy—To obferve the nice conneétions and dependencies 
of the works of nature: amid{t the aftonifhing fublimity 
of worlds on worlds to trace the everlafting and divine 
ordinances of the Almighty fo fully difplayed in the 
univerfe,—his boundlefs goodnefs and mercy to all his 
ercatures, fo plainly apparent in his ftupendous defizns— 
aad thus to prove to mankind the eternal exiftence of a 


Being 


Being feprémé and omnipotent. How tiveh moré — 
Ptaife-worthy are fich conclufions, than to hold forth 
unfounded opinions fupported only by infidels and 
atheifts. The fiderian artift views with pity fueh profli- 
_ Gate produ€tions. He knows theworks of the Great Ar- 
éhite&t to be contrived with fuch admirable fy mpathetie 
hartiony ard concordance, that the great Fir? Cau/e is 
every where vifible.. It isto His indulgence and paren- 
tal care that we owe all the bleflings we thus enjoy, 
among. which, to intelligent minds, is that of man’s bé- 
ing placed in the center of the univerfe,and being ena. 
bled to contemplate and reap inftraétion from obferva- 
tions drawn from fyftéms of fuch magnitude, as continu- 
ally farround our httle earth; and though it rs not t6 
all that {uch endowments are difpenfed, yet the Aftrolo- 
ger, by rules drawn from the cerulean and ftarry canopy 
of the héavens, is enabled to judge by the pofitions of 
the planets their various effeéis on mortal contingencies 
thus defining from the immutable ordinances of the firft 
great caufe of ally the effects or fecond caufe dependant 
ow the motions and pofitions of the heavenly bodies. 
Thus, heaven ts as a book of God before us fet; wherein to 
¥égad his wondrous works. Therefore, if it weré not 
fight to mtake fuch fpeculations as an Aftrologian does, 
providérice would never have fitted him for fuch acquiré- 
rients: This reafon alone fhould be deémed fufficient 
for fuch who are inclined to doubt of the laudabitity of 
élemeritary predi@ions: But fome havé no relith’ for 
any thing bue what is grofs and external. It. ts not for 
 thenr to attain to hidden and mryfterious truths, Thus 

| b the 
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the philofopher is. feen to toil alone in fuch occult ré- 
fearches; yet the knowledge which he thus acquires by 
his exertion is to him a rich reward. It therefore be- 
hoves thofe who have not fuch capacities to remain 
filent, rather than wigh imprudent, perverfe, and falfe 
allertions to attempt contradi€iing what they do not un- 
derftand. Yet let them fay what they pleafe, moft are 
in their hearts convinced of an impending fate : a /ome- 
thing that controuls our actions let us flrive as we may. 
We know that fome men cannot rife in the world, let 
their toil be ever fo great, or their endeavours deferving 
fuccefs ; and, fay Aflrologers, there 1s a time when fome 
may rife, and that often when leaft thought of. Let 
men look back on their paft lives, and fay if they have 
not found fome truth in this obfervation: this has been 
remarked before, as may be found by what follows: 
«There is a tide in the affairs of men, which, when 
taken at the ebb, leads them on to fortune.” If this 
affertion be true, Aftrology is of the greateft utility, fince 
it points out the ¢zme when fuch advantages may be 
feized. This is wonderful many will fay ; but there are 
many more enigmas in nature which remain to be folved. 
Men with to have miracles performed to aid their faith 
in providence, forgetting that the works of their Creator 
are all miracles.—-Gordon’s paradoxes will to the multi- 
tude appear a€tually impoflible; yet they are mathema- 
tically certain. 

Occult purfuits teach, that a due knowledge of the 
‘difpofition of things, the natural and inherent properties 
being properly afcertained, under many theorems clear 

te 
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to the inquifitive and enlightened mind, which other- 

wife would remain in dark intricacy, and be wholly m- 

explicable. Of this Aftrology is to the acute obferver 

a ftriking inftance. It proves definitively that not our 
will, but the Almighty’s muft preponderate; for if all 

men could arrive at affluence by their earneft endeavours, 

more would probably attain to it than what at prefent 

are feen to do fo—

What hafty approaches towards perfection would fet- 
ence make, if all men could converfe in the fame fan- 
guage. How many important and valuable arts are 
buried in oblivion for want of a proper medium of cor- 
veying them to the comprehenfion of others! The 
attainment of languages will alone take great part of the 
limited time of man’s life: and thofe whe are mafters 
of languages are not always the greateft adepts in other 
kind of learning. Among the Indians, and: other na- 
tions of the eaft, many valuable fecrets remain to be 
difclofed; and the greateft bar again{t our duly under- 
ftanding them, arifes from our imperfe€t knowledge of 
their language, which it is faid, is not reducible to the 
rules of grammar. Mankind would be far more bro- 
therly than they are, did they univerfally fpeak in the | 
fame tongue: but providence has fo ordered things, that 
valuable difcoveries are not to be attained without great 
exertions ; and when we have arrived at fome degree of 
proficiency in our feveral branches of ftudy; when we

have explored the bowels of the earth—ftemmed the 
furging billows--eftablifhed fyfiems founded in truth, 
and from the ftarry heavens adduced the janguage of 
the Almighty ;—juft at the time when mature wifdom 
feems to promife to ripen our judgment neareft to per- 
feGtion—alas! the fand of our glafs is exhaufted, and 
we fink into the filent grave-—Can a more powerful 
argument than this be affigned for the immortality of — 
the Soul ?>——~Surely if man were not defigned for 
fome more perfeét {late hereafter—fome place of afylum 
fuperior to earth, he would not have been endued with 
fuch extenfiye capacity! For, that his knowledge in 
many inflances exceeds his profcribed fituation in this 
world, I think will be readily admiutted.—W hat if his 
Soul fhould wing its airy flight to diftant fpheres? It 
would indeed be heayen to a philofopher, could he cone 
template univerfally the amazing works of Omnipo- 
tence, and jufily explore the intricate refearches of 
‘Creative wifdom--for God exits in all creation 


——‘‘ Far in that endlefs fpace, 


Where matter floats, and worlds on worlds increafe ; 
In that immenfe, which circumfcribes not God, 

¥et gives to finelefs {uns their fixt abode ;-— 

fAmidfi thofe heavens,+~the Gad of heaven refides,”” 


This is a fublime piéture ef God's Omniprefence, 
but my effay will exceed its prefcribed bounds fhould I 
further enlarge on this topic. 1 am convinced, Sir, 
that many more arguments might be brought forward 
than thofe I have availed myfelf of; yet I hope that 
thefe, if duly confidered, will in fome meafure exempt 

me this 
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this facred fcience from the calumny with which it is 
frequently oppofed by the prejudiced and unthinking 
part of mankind. No one fhould at leaft be fo uncan- 
did as to give their verdi& againft it until they have 
made experiment of its truth—this would be unjuft, and 
inconfiftent. My urging this fubjeét can be of no ad- 
vantage to me whatever, further than an ardent defire 
of vindicating truth. Iam well aware of the {neers 
frequently beftowed on the admirers and profeffors of 
Aftrology; yet as many efteemed authors of known 
abilities and found fenfe have efpoufed its caufe, I fee 
no reafon why | fhould trouble myfelf on this occafion; 
for faéts are ftubborn things not to be controverted. If 
I am not deemed equal to inveftigating the fubje@ I 
have thus attempted, it 1s the more to be regretted; and 
I beg fuch to confider the writer, though unlearned, yet 
a fincere admirer of art and ingenuity, ‘Thofe who are 
attached to occult learning will I hope pardon my defi- 
ciencies, and be inclined to allow, that though 1 may 
not be an able defender of Aftrology, yet that: in unfi- 
_nilhed language I have flrove to exprefs my thorough 
_ good-will to the fons of Art and the votaries of Urania.

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EEING the venerable Science of 
ASTROLOGY has for a long Time 
groaned under the fcurrilous Reflections of 
divers Perfons, both learned and unlearned, 
who hold all the Practifers thereof in no 
better Eftimation than cheating Impoftors, 
and Amuters of the ignorant -and over-cre- 
dulous Multitude: for while fome have 
confidered it as no better than downright 
Witchcraft, others have ranked it, if not 
among juggling Tricks, yet among abfurd 
Speculations:—Thus, I fay, feeing this 
B . not 
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moft heavenly and fublime SCIENCE 
(notwithftanding all its Reality and Perfec- 
tion) is fo unjuftly abufed and falfely con- 
_ demned ; I therefore conceive it a Duty ins 
cumbent on me, to contend moft fully for 
its Truth and Verity, and prefume it may 
not be improper to produce a Variety of 
Arguments in its Support; which I fhall . 
{elect from the Writings of the moft learned 
Men that ever this Nation produced, not 
doubting but there will fome arife in all 
Ages, who will defend my fayings, fo far as 
they may with Modefty. 

The Errors of thofe who do not accurate- 
ly underftand this Learning, which is of 
amazing and manifold contemplation, is the 
Caufe that what is truly foreteld, feems to 
be faid by CHANCE; but this is not the 
Weaknefs of the Science, but of thof who 
are unable to manage it exactly. Moreover 
many fet themfelves forth under the Name 
of this Science, becaufe it is worthy of Cre- 
dit, for the fake of vending fome other Art, 
deceiving the Ignorant, and {ceming to fore- 

tel 
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tel many Things, which naturally cannot 
be foreknown ; and therefore give Occafion 
to the more prudent to condemn thofe 
Things which can be predicted; but neither 
is this defervedly ; for Philofophy ought not 
to be rejected, becaufe fome who aflume the 
Names of Philofophers are vicious. No 
Man of an indifferent and common Senfe will 
cenfure the Aftrologian, who judges no fur- 
ther of future Events, than as they are con- 
trived or revealed in the Celeftial Bodies, as 
secondary Caufes, ander GOD the great and 
Jrft Cause, who is the alone Author of our 
Being. 

Nothing is more certain than that all 
Things were created by ALMIGHTY 
GOD at Srit; and from thence it is reafon- 

able for us to think and believe, that HE 
hath the wife difpofing of them all ; as alfo, 
that every individual Thing was made for 
fome End or other :—-Why then thould we 
think, that the Sun, Moon, and Stars, were 
created only for us to look upon, or to give 
Light upon this our Little Globe, fince thofe 

ie facred 
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facred Writings which contain the unerring 
Worp oF Gop, as well as our own Reafon 
and i xperience, aflure us to the contrary ?— 
We fre obliged to believe, that all Things 
were made for what they are moft fit to per- 
form; and there is nothing in Nature fuffi- 
cient to change the Qualities of earthly 
Bodies, but the occult and facred Influence 
ef the celeftial World (I mean the Sun, 
Moon, and Stars,) which are undoubtedly | 
by the wife Architecture of an immortal and 
ALL-SUFFICIENT BEING, placed in 
_fandry Diftances, and Spheres above us, 
for that very purpofe; for no rational Man 
will deny, that GOD ufeth the Miniftry of 
the Heavens, and Bodies therein contained, 
for the ordinary Government and Admini- 
ftration of this lower World, 

Even this our “ttle Globe (if we could 
conceive aright of it) is enough to amaze the 
moft enlightened Reafon; for if this Earth, 
in regard of the immenfe Greatnefs of it, is | 
wont (not unjuftly) to be called a World, 
what thall we fay of fo many Stars that are 

: greater. 
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greater in Magnitude than it? . How can 
we but admire fo many Worlds of Light 
rolling continually over our Heads, all made 
by the OMNIPOTENT PowtrR,—all reeu- 
larly guided by the infinite Providence of 
‘the GREAT GOD? How poorly muft 
that Man think of the Workmanthip of the 
ALMIGHTY, that looks upon all thefe 
but as fo many Torches, fet up in the Fir- | 
“mament every Evening, only fo big as they 
appear. And with what awful Refpect 
mutt he be carried to his CREATOR, that 
knows the Vaftnefs and perpetual Movings 
of thofe lightiome, Cele/fial Bodies, all ruled, 
guided, governed, and upheld, only by the 
mighty Worp that made them, Afra 
regunt bhomines, fed regit ajira deus. | 
Known unto God are all his Works, from 

_ the beginning of the World, (faith St. fames.) 
This Knowledge of God, before the Creation, 
was no where written, but in his own Eter- 
nal Mind ; but after, it was printed in a 
certain Book, called Nature, wherein, all 
the orks of God, that were to come to pats 
an .

in Time, were exprefily written down, as 
they were to follow in Order. This Book 
of Nature, was a certain Frame or Model 
of the World, wherein, by Creation, and 
Generation, all Perfons, Things, and Ac- 
tions, were to take their feveral courfes and 
turns, fo as to come to pafs in Time, from 
the Beginning unto the End of the World. 
And fo wonderfully was this Model of the 
World contrived; that though the Rife 
and Fall of Perfons, Towns, and Countries, 
depend upon the Virtues and Vices of the 
en there inhabiting; and thofe Virtues 
and Vices depend upon the Free-agency of 
tbofe Men: Yet fuch was the Contrivance, 
that neither the Fall of the fir? Man, and 
the Corruption, and the Cruth which the 
World endured thereupon ; nor the infinite 
Sins of his Pofterity, and the Defolations 
that continually follow thereupon, did ne- 
ceffarily require, any correction or amend- 
ment, of that firft Frame. But fuch was 
the infinitely to be admired, and never 
enough to be adored Forecaft and Providence 
of 
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of God; that at one View, appearing unto 
him, all the feveral Turnings and Windings 
of all men’s Wills, and the total Sum and 
Upfhot of all Virtue and Vice; He at once, 
fo contrived that all Fates of Profperity and 
Adverfity, of Reward and Punifhment, 
fhould fo fall out and come to pafs, as to 
anf{wer the Virtues and Prayers of the Righ- 
teous, and the Vices and Villanies of the 
Wicked, each according to their Works, in 
due Times and Seaions. 

Now the Subftance of this great and glo- 
rious Frame, which the Almighty hath 
made, is that which we call the World. And 
this World confifteth of the Heavens. and 
the Earth.* And the Form of it is (as the 
Prophet Ezekzel hath defcribed it) after the 
manner of a Wheel; + and that fo as one 
Wheel hath many Wheels within the fame, 
involved one within another. And as the 
Prophet fays, fo we find it by Mathematical 
Demonttration, that the Earth is indeed a 
round Globe of Sea and Land. and this

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Globe is circumfcribed by the “zr, as within 

a greater Wheel, which is globous too: 

and the Heavens are, as it were, a great 
Workmanthip of many Wheels, Wrapt up 
together, one within another; and the 
Earth, and the Air wrapt up in the inner- 

moft of them all. Such are the Suwdjects of 
Nature. The Forms informing this Natu- 
tal Subftanee, (as the Prophet alfo defcribes 
them) are four Living Creatures* immeatu- 
rably endued with Wifdom and Courage, and 
Agility, and Strength, as they are defcribed 
unto us Hieroglyphically in the fhapes of 
a Man, an Eagle. a Lion, and an Ox, and 
call of them with Wires, for our better Un- 

| derftanding of the fame. And that work, 
which the Prophet afcribes unto Thefe, 
feems to be the fame which P/ato attributed 
unto the Soul of the World. By Thefe are 
all the Wheels of Nature put into Motion, 

and actuated, and hence comes Life, and 
Spirit, and Power, and Virtue into the 
Heavens ;. and from the Heavens into the 
Earth; and from the Earth into Man and 

: Beatt 3 
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Beaft : fo. as one Wheel moveth another, and. 
all of them move one within another ; ; and 
thefe in and through all of them: and hence 
come the Magnetical Wonders in Natures 
and all Virtues of Sympathy and Antipathy, 
which work by invifible Concoétion of at- 
tracting and expelling. Now beyond and 
above thefe four Angels (as the Prophet 
{fays*) is Fire and Light, and dreadful Majefty 
of the Father and the Son, and the Holy 
Ghof ; s+ Of whom, and for whom, and ta 
whom are all Things 5 to whom be Ghry, and 
Honour, and Prai we for evermore. | 
The great and chief Subjects of this 
World are Angels and Men, the one in Heae 
ven, and the other upon Earth. The An- 
gels are either Good or Bad, and know their 
Reward or Doom. But Men’s Works are 
yet upon the Anvil, and Time with them is 
ftill going on. Alas, we Mortals are very 
miferable, by Nature, as we may thank our- 
_ felves for it; but yet there is an happinefs 
in ftore for us, if we are fo wile as to lay 
c hold

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hold of it: Alas, we are utterly loft in our- 
felves, and no ftrenzth remaineth either to 
will or to do ought that is good: Only in 
civil Affairs we have a Will to do a little, 
weak as it is, and free to do evil: But 
thanks be to our God, who has fent a Sa- 
viour; and with him, Grace, that loofens 
the Fetters of our Will, and puts ftrength 
into us, that we may be able to accept of 
good Things that are offered. He forceth 
no man’s Will, only by Grace infufes power, 
and fo leaves us to chufe or refufe ; and 
hence fome embrace Life, and others oppofe. 
Hence follow Virtue and Vice, and after 
that Profperity and Adverfity ; Sicknefs and 
Health ; Life and Death, and all the Vicit- 
fitudes of Nature. And though the Acci- 
dents Good and Bad, of one man’s Life are 
innumerable ; and though the Men, who. 
are the Subjects of thofe Accidents, in ove 
Age are alio innumerable ; and though the 
ages of Men fince the Creation, are innume- 
rable too, Yet all thefe Accidents which 
befal Men in every Age come to pafs ac- 

cording 
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cording toa certain Scheme or Method, as 
God by Nature hath appointed. 
~ Now all Mankind have a certain portion 
of Wifdom, Power, and Wealth, where- 
with they occupy in this World, and many 
Men take Courage, grow Mighty, and exalt 
themfelves as if they would do what they 
lift upon Earth: And yet there are’ two 
Things, which counteract the wifeft, grea- 
teft, and proudeft of Men in all their Enter- 
prizes: and thefe are Time and Chance. 
Time is that Mozion of Space which proceed- 
ed out of Eternity, that was. before the 
‘World began, and holdeth on unto Eternity, 
which is te fucceed at the Worlds end. 
And out of this one long Time, are engen- 
dred infinite {paces of Time, of great variety 
of Sorts, and thefe are either general or {pe- 
cial ; and both of them are either fortunate 
or unfortunate Times:* There is a Time 
of Pleafure, and another Time of Pain and 
Grief; a Time to rife anda Time to fai/; a 
Time to be dorm and a Time tod. ‘There 
C2 ig 
* Hoel. 3.4, 2, dc. 
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is a lucky Time of Man’s Life, wherein if 
he go out Battle, though with but few Men, 
yet he carrieth the Day ;* and there is ano- 
ther Time wherein, though he go out with 
Forces never fo great, yet fhall he be fo 
unlucky as to lofe all that he fights for, 
So alfo there isa Time when Overtures of 
Marriage fhall come lucky, but a Man’s 
-defires anfwer not: And there is a Time 
when defires of Mar riage fhall ftrongly 
prompt, but Overtures will prove unlucky : 
there is a Time too, when defires and 
Overtures fhall fuit together, And fo alfo’ 
there isa Time when Riches thall offer 
themfelves, whether a Man fleep or wakes 
and again though a Man purfue them with 
Wiis yet fo unlucky a Time occurs, as 
fhall render all his Endeavours fruitlefs. 
Some Men come into the World in a lucky ) 
Hour, fo as whether they be wife or foolith, 
yet fhall they be buoyed up upon the Wings 
of Fate, and acquire Wealth and Honour, 
wale \ wifer and better Men, {mitten by an. 


: unlucky

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unlucky me of Birth, fhall be as unwor- 
thily difparaged, and in ali Purpofes fhall be 
unhappy. Some fhall be lucky in the Van 
of their Contrivances, and as unfortunate in 
the Rear: and others again contrarily. And 
thus Time feems to mock and fport with 
the Men of this Life, and fcoff at all their 
Skill, Courage, and Agility, as if they were 
but meer idle Stories. Now Time of itfelf 
is buta dead Thing, anda mere Inflrument ; 
but the Wheels of Heaven turning upon it, 
print Riddles in its Face, and carve out the 
various Shapes of Profperity and Adverfity 
upon every Shred thereof, It is worthy of 
obfervation, that a Child, as foon as it draws 
Breath, becomes Lime-/mitten by the Face 
of Heaven; and receives an Impreflion from 
ali the Parts of Heaven, and the Stars there- 
in, which taking rife from the afcendant 
‘Sun and Meon, and other fignificant Places, 
_ @perates as the Impreffors fland in diftance, 
nearer or farther off: and this feems to be a 
concatenation of many Knots which untie 
by Courfe, and by diftant Turns, and as 
| | every 
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every Knot unties, different Times feem to 
fly out, and to perform their errands; and 
of thefe fometimes you fhall have two or 
three or more lucky Knots opening together, 
at other Times as many bad ones.* A// 
Times are beautiful in their Seafons, if Men 
could it them; but by reafon of Sin, it plea- 
fes God, that the World in our Hearts blinds 
our Wifdom, that we mifs of our defired 
Aims, and of Grace to reft contented in our . 
States. 5 

Tihe fecond great Lord of the World is 
Chance. And thefe Chances are nothing 
elfe, but the moft admirable Curiofities. of 
Wature, which occurring from variety of 
rare and fecret operations of Heaven, throw 
into our Contrivances many {trange Hits, 
which we could never have imagined to 
have met with in our forefight. And hence 
there is realy no fuch thing as Chance in 
Nature; much lefs can there be any Thing 
that comes by Chance in refpect of God. 
But with us, all thofe curious Hits that 


Heaven

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Heaven fends, which ftrike in between the 
Caufe and its Effect, we call Chances; as if 
Things blindly hitting in upon us: for fo 
they feem tous, becaufe of the unfathoma- 
ble Reafons thereof. Thus in fhuffling a 
Pack of ‘Cards, or in cafting the Dice, it 
feems to us a mere Chance, what Caft thall 
happen uppermott, or what Card fhall be 
nethermoft, for a Man fhaking the Dice at 
all Adventures, and delivering his Hand at 
~ all Adventures, who can fay with any rea- 
fon what fide of the fquare Dice fhall be 
uppermoft? And yet it appears plainly by 
experience, that there is a certain Luck in 
Nature, that in all thefe Adventures fecretly 
guideth both the Hand, and the Dice, into 
fuch fteady Cafts as make a Man either win 
or lofe ina methodical Courfe. And foalfo 
it happeneth in cafe of Battle, that Chances 
come; and in getting Wealth, Chances 
come; and bya fecret kind of Fate turn the 
Scales beyond all that reafonably could have 
been expected. Now asa Man by blowing 
of Coals, raifeth fparks of Fire that fly up- 

| wards, 
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wards, fo do the Heavens breathe into hu- 
man Actions multitudes of fuch Chances, 
that overturn the Wifdom, and Power, and | 
all the greatnefs of Man. Thefe Chances. 
are always managed by a certain Luck either 
good or bad, that drives the Nail: and this 
by fome Heavenly influence, that either in- 
fufes fome fecret Virtue or Poifon into the 
defigned Actions, as Courage into their 
Hearts on one Side, or Dz/may into their 
Minds on the other Side, and S2i/ into fome 
_ Men’s Heads to hit upon the right Courfe 
- to be Rich, or. Folly. into other Men’s, 
whereby they run headlong.to Beggary: or 
elfe renders them fortunate or unfortunate s 
by Miftakes of Words, Signs, or Acts, that 
turn to. the beft or worft, by ftrange Hits 
or Mifcarriages; and thus many Times 
miftakes in Battle beget an utter Rout, after 
a Victory almoft made fure, by mere utte- 
rance of a wrong Word, or fteering a wrong 
Courfe. But which way foever it happens, 
the whole matter is carried on by a good or 
ill Luck, and the Hand of Ged is at the bot- 
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tom of that Luck, and that Hand of God, 
is not put to by any new contrived AG, but 
follows on Courfe in the Motion of Nature, 
even as from the beginning it was contrived 
from all Eternity. 

Thus both Zzme and Chance are the Ser- 
vants of Nature, under whofe Commands 
they {way the world, and worldly Men: yet 
by her Laws are both of them difpofed. 
Time meafures out the extent of Men’s Lives, 
and fets Bounds how long a Man may live 
by ftrength of Nature, and how much of 
that Time thall be extenuated by means of 
the interruption of Sin; and it alfo carves 
out Limits unto all particular Fates, as of 
fingle Life and Marriage, of Bleflings and 
Croffes, of Sicknefs and Health, &c. And 
Chance atts in obfervation of thofe Limits, 
in bringing about the good and bad Succef= 
fes of every Fate. This operates all man- 
ner of Surfeits of Body ; and lofles in Goods 
that come to pafs by reafon of exorbitant 
Manners; and this introduces the Power 
and Acts of Nature, in attracting and draw 

D ing, 
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ing, blowing and driving, alluring and af- 
frightine. For as a Man has Power by 
his Breath to draw Water upwards againtft 
its Nature through a narrow Pipe; and by 
the fame Breath to blow away Sand or Dutt 
even as the Winds do. So the Powers of 
Heaven alfo: but as they are greater Bo- 
dies, and endued with greater Virtue, fo can 
they act their part with infinitely more curi- 
ofity and ftrength : as, for inftanee, in the 
Magnet-ftone - we fee it has fuch a Virtue, 
that it can draw Iron, and attraét it by a 
Force, that is fo very cutioufly lodged with- 
in its Teeth, that the Act thereof is altoge- 
ther imperceptible: moreover we fee that 
this Stove has power to communicate its 
Virtue, foas a Knife whetted thereon, has 
alfo a magnetical Virtue to draw a Needle, 
now the Magnet itfelf, has alfo this Virtue 
communicated to it, ‘from the very North 
point of the Heaven; or fome Star there fi- 
ttiate, which fo affeéteth the Needle touch- 
ed by fuch a Stone, that wherever it is, 
though never fo many Degrees diftant there- 
from, 
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from, and though Rocks and Mountains, 
and fome part of the Earth’s Body interpofe, 
yet this Virtue of the North Pole attracts 
through all, at the utmoft diftance, and pulls 
the Needle’s point always Northward, un- 
lefs violence be ufed to the contrary. And 
thus the fympathetical Power has its Vir- 
~ tue from the Heavens; and thusall manner 
of Herbs have theirs, and thus all manner 
of Salves and Plaifters have their Virtue to. 
draw and heal. But as the Heavens can 
give this Power, fo have they in it them- 
felves exceedingly more Curious and Pow- 
erful, by which all Chances in Nature come 
to pafs. And thus by the fervice of Time 
and Cibance, Nature operates all her great 
intrigues with much Secrefy and Curiofity, 
whether it be upon fingle or colleG@ive Bo- 
dies, or Perfons. It may be thought fome- 
what f{trange, how Nature brings forth Men 
and Women at much diftant of Years, Hours 
and Places, all deftined to die at one Time 
and Place, and all of one manner of Death, 
by War, Plague, or Shipwreck ; and how 

"eb ig we Time 
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Time and Chance draw them together to 
partake of the fame: and yet is it as true 
as {trange, that fuch things do happen, and 
that by curious Acts of Heaven and the Stars 
therein, which zn their Courfes fought againft 
Sifera.* And by the fame Rule the like 
Number of Men and Women are on the 
other Hand, colleted together to enjoy the 
Bleflings of profperous Fortune. 

But perhaps the Reader may fay, “* how 
are thefe Things, confiftant with the free 
Agency of Man’s Will? And he fays well, 
but then he 1s to confider; that God who 
made Man, and ordained the Cour/e of Fate, 
certainly forefaw and knew, the feveral and 
various Changes of every Man’s Will from 
all Eternity; and having all thefe at once 
in his Eye, fo ordered all manner of Fates 
as to fuit and ftand in with every Man’s free 
Acts of Will, and to anfwer the utmoft of 
his final Choice. And though true it is, 
God faid who will tempt Ahab to go to War, 
and to die at Ramoth Gilead ?+ As if it had 


been

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been fome Project upon him for his Sin; 
corrective to what was faid from the begin- 
ning; yet it could not be fo: for our 
omnifcient Creator certainly knew before, 
that the King would go and by what means 
he wouldbe perfuaded, though for fome Rea- 
fon, to us unknown, his afking the Quef- 
tions feems to intimate as though he did not. 
And this was ufual with the Almighty, as in 
the cafe of the Sin of Sodom, I will go down 
and fee (faid God) whether it be fo or no.* 
And yet God, ‘ whofe Eyes are in every 
Place’ knew as much, without going 
down. Without doubt the W7// of Man in 
many Cafes makes great againft the flarry 
Influences, and prevails over them exceed- 
ingly in many Things. And this efpecially 
where the Will is fortified by Wi/dom, and 
Strength of Habit, to command over the al- 
lurements of Senfe and Appetite ; and moft 
of all where Grace is added, that reftores 
Man’s Will, unto much of what it loft by 
Sin. Now in thefe Cafes, the Will of Man 

prevails

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prevails over the Attractions and Allure- 
ments and Threatnings of Nature, and all 
its Inftruments, and turns the Edge of Time 
from Evil to Good, and repels the Force of 
Chance that it fails of its Effeéts, and in 
many Cafes lengthens Days, and receives 
the direful Darts of Fate, either fhot-free, 
or elfe efcapes with flight Wounds: and all 
this while other Men, whofe W7//s are not 
thus fortified perifh under the very fame 
Strokes of Nature, which their Brethren, 
born under the fame Moments, endured and 
gut-lived with much eafe. And thus far 
Sapiens doininabitur aftris, the wife Man, a- 
bove the Fool, may rule his Stars. But we 
muft confider, that in thefe operations of 
Fate, there are fome Influences fo Mighty, 
as no Power of Man can oppofe ;. fuch as 
are the fatal Wounds of Death, when na- 
ture’s Glafs is run out, and the violent Blows 
of ftrong Diftempers of Sicknefs and the 
high Tides of Profperity and Adverfity. 
And yet in thefe Cafes alfo, Grace and Wi/- 
dom have their employments exceedingly 

worth 
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worth the while, and infinitely diftinewith- 
-ing the Good from the Bad. For though 
the good Man muft die, whether naturally 
or violently, by Water or as it fometimes 
happens, by the Gallows, yet he fo prepares 
himfelf, that he dies with Comfort, while 
the other perifhes in Anguifh; he dies’a 
Martyr, while the other perithes in his Sin, 
And fometimes Prayers and ‘Tears in fach a 
Cafe have wrought Miracles which feem to | 
ftop the Courfe of Nature; asin the Cafes 
of Hezekiah, and of the three Children.* 
And as for great Sicknefles, the W7/e and 
holy Men, by fober and virtuous Life, may 
extenuate, though not efcape them. And 
though they cannot overturn Profperi- 
ties and Adverfities, yet they may caufe 
them to work for the beft, fo as to do more 
Good than Hurt; all Things work together 
for Good, fays the Apoftle, to thofe who 
love God; while Vice fhall extenuate Prof- 
perity, and heighten the Mountains of Ad- 
verfity. But however, again, a/fra regunt

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Lomines, the Stars rule and overpower Men. 
But yet in all thefe Cafes, fuch is the never- 
enough to be admired Providence of God, 
that forefeeing all Ho/y and wzfe Men in 
their feveral Ages and Times, He hath laid 
alfo their Fates fuiting to their ACtions : He 
forefaw “fofeph’s Prayers and Tears in his 
Captivity, and accordingly provided and 
contrived his advance in Nature to corref- 
pond therewith.* And herein lies the 
Thing, that while we ftudy A/frology, and 
feel by Experience the Operations of Grace 
upon us; it {hews us fo plainly the wonder- 
ful Contrivance of God in Nature, that we 
fee it with our Eyes, asit were, written in 
plain Characters, faying, (O the depth of 
the Riches of the Wifdom, and Power, and 
Goodne/s of God; of hint, and for hun, and 
through hin, are all Things, to bim be Glory 

for ever > 
Attrology i an holy, and moft excellent 
Science, that by well digefied Rules, teach- 
eth us to know the heavenly Bodies, and their 
Motions

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and Afpetts, and from thence to be able to 
_foreknow much of future Events, in natural 
Operations. This Science has been gained 
partly by verified Traditions, but efpecially 
by diligent and conftant Od/ervations.* It 
is afierted by good Authority, that much of 
this Science came out of Paradife, and that 
our Father Adam after the Fall communi« 
~ cated the fame unto his Son Seth, out of his 
Memoirs of the {tate of Innocency: and that 
Set/ made impreflions of the fame in certain 
permanent Pillars, which were able to with- 
ftand both Fire and Water; and that 
hence Enoch had it, and Noah, and from 
him Shem, and fo it came to Abraham, who 
increafed the Knowledge by Divine Affift- 
ance; and taught the Chaldeans, and 
Egyptians the principal Rudiments of what 
they knew herein. But this Science was 
chiefly attained by diligent and conftant Ob- 
_fervation: whereby the Art of Aftronomy 
became in great meafure perfected, and by 
means of Arithmetick, Geometry, and the Art 
E of 

% Jof. Ant. Beok a, | 
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of Trigonometry, the feveral Planets and 
 Conftellations in the Heavens were diftin- 
guifhed, the Parts of Heaven were divided, 
and the Motion thereof, and of all the feve- 
ral Bodies therein contained, together with 
their ConjunGtions and Afpects, were very 
nearly well difcovered.' And after thefe 
Things thus far attained, certain moft excel- 
lently well learned Men of all Ages curi- 
oufly obferved, compared and put together, 
the Accidents that continually follow upon 
the various Motions, Conjunctions and 
Afpects of the Heavens; and hence com- 
piled the Sum of their Experiments into a 
Body of Rules and Maxims, which make 
up the frame of what we call the Science of « 
Afirology. | 

Now that our Heavenly Father is well 
pleafed with this fort of Study, very fully 
appears by that Meffage which he fent us 
by the Hands of the moft wife King So/o- 
mon, faying, (Tbe wife Man difcovereth both | 
Fie and “Fudgment.*); This fudgment can 


be

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be nothing lefs, than the fucce/s good or 
bad, which out of every natural Affair needs 
to be underftood: and the Tze muft needs 
be that Extent of Space, wherein it {hall 
come to pafs. and though there were ma- 
ny ways in thofe Times of Solomon to come 
by this Piece of W1/dom, yet none of them 
all, that had either a ftamp of truly Divine, | 
or honeft natural Skill upon them, were 
ever excepted or excluded out of the Queft : 
of thefe attainments. Now the wife Men 
who are here accepted of, unto the enjoy- 
ment of this Knowledge are of two Sorts. 
Either they are the Wordly, or the Heavenly 
Wife. The Worldly Wife are fuch as gain 
‘Knowledge by Pazms, Coft, and Study. Of 
this Sort were the Pharifees in our Saviours 
Time: of whom the Loly ‘efus gives this 
Character, that they could difcern the Face of 
the Sky, and of the Earth.* And fuch alfo 
were the Iffacharians, who came to David 
in his diftrefs, and were Men oj { Under ftand- 
Se in the Times,{- and thereby able to di- 
E2 rect

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rect their Brethren the J/raelites, what was 
good for them to do, or follow. And to this 
purpofe faith the Holy Ghoft, he that hath 
Under ftanding let bim count the Number of the 
Beaft.* As who would fay, it is a matter 
to be attained by Skill and Diligence ; and 
therefore they who have Skill, let them take 
7 , Pains, that they may underftand it, 
And thus Mofes among the Egyptians, 
and Daniel among the Caldeans, were. 
Men of Skill in this Science ; who befides 
their Divine Knowledge, which they had by 
fupernatural Infpiration, and Revelation, © 
had alfo another fort of Skill, which by 
Reading and Study they had gained, where- 
in by natural Rules they could foreknow 
natural Events. For fuch was the Study 
in Egypt and Caldea,+ that was taught in 
their Schools, and of all the Students in 
thofe Schools Mofes and Daniel, were mott 
Famous.+ 
_ This Knowledge efpecially confifteth, in 
difcerning the Motions, of Natural Times ; 
and

and the Curiofities of Chenice and Natnrat 
Accidents > and the Courfes of Luck that 
manage both of them; and the order of 
Fate unto which all of them are fubfervient, 
together with the moft curious Acts of At- 
traction, Driving, and Expulfion, Alluring 
and Threatening, Encouraging and Dif 
heartening, and of all fuch like A&s, molt 
ecretly, and curioufly performed, beyond. 
the Strength of imagination, And fuch is 
the fum and order of Worldly Wifdom : 
and it is converfant either in. Genethhiacal, 
Meteorological, or State-Afirology. Of 
thefe, the laft Sort isa Piece of Learning 
that confifteth much in Conjecture, and is 
but partly underftood; and becaufe much 
of it dependeth upon great Conjunctions 
which beftride fome Ages of Men between — 
them, wanteth much of Perfection. The 
fecond is a Sort of Learning ; that requires 
much Time and Study, and yet the Ingeni- 
ous have gained great Knowlecge therein ; 
and mifs but little of a thorough Skill in 
the Weather ; In which Kuowledge the 

Learned 
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Learned Dr. Goad, much excelled. But 
the Genethliacal, is the moft certain Science, 
and the Mafter-Piece of Afirclogy. Here 
are many very infallible Rules lodged, 
whereby many Things of great Concern are 
certainly forefeen. And yet the Indexes of 
this Knowledge being many, (as many out 
of the Radical Figure of a Nativity, many 
out of a Revolutional Figure for every new 
Near, fome Things out of Tranfits of the 
Planets, and others to be learned from Ec/ip- 
fes, and general and great Comjunctions ;) It 
is very eafy for an Artift to drop into Mif- 
takes, in his general Judgment of a Man’s 
particular Fate. And befides all this, at 
fome Times the moft excellent Artift hall 
perceive the good Hand of God upon him ;* 
canfounding bis feill, as if there were fome 
Nativities, and fome Paflages in a Nativity, 
which the All-wife God is not wiling 
fhould be known. And to this Purpofe, 
the Artift oftentimes finds himfelf miftaken 
in his greateft Proficiencies ; fometimes by 

mifreckoning 

*Tla. 47. 13. ! 
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mifreckoning in his Arithmetick ; at others 
times by a mifcarriage in his Aftronomical 
operation; and fometimes great harm falls 
by a Lapfe of his Pen. And none but the 
moft ignorant in Aftrology will pretend to 
PerfeGion. But however Failings or Mif- 
takes arife, yet itis plain beyond all con- 
troul, that Great is the Excellency of Skill, 
that lodges in the Noble and Sacred Science 
of Aftrology, and contributeth Exceedingly 
to the Underftanding of the Time and the 
Judgment that the Wife Man may know.* 
Such is the work of Worldly or Natural 
Wifdom in the attainment of Afrological 
Knowledge, but together “with this is alfo 
required the Heavenly or Supernatural Wil- 
dom, which maketh the Science Sacred, 
And this confifteth in the mingling of Grace 
with the Works of Nature, as it ftrikes in, 
and Seafons the operations of our Skill, with 
an holy Wifdom and Virtue, that renders 
unto God the Glory, and communicates 
unto ourfelves and Neighbours the Benefit 
thereof. 
Eccl. 8. 5- | : 


thereof. Now this Heavenly Wifdom is 
fuch, that without it, allour Natural Skill 
‘will dows more harm than good. This 
teacheth us-to honér Divinity or Theslogy 
4o thesfirft Place, and Afrelegy in the fe- 
cond, asan Handmaiduntothe other. We 
have our Science from Natural Caufes and 
‘Rules gained by painful obfervation, and 
‘hard Study, and it-comes not without great 
‘Diligence.and Labour. But them here hes 
the Mifchief, that ifthe Aftrologer has not 
the Grace of God, fanctifying his Studies ; 
it comes to pafs,that, either becaufe he, gin 
not by Aftrology attain unto fuch pexfeclion 
of Knowledge as his Ambition greedily ur- 
ges him«to.Puriue, or he cannot have it fo 
eajily as he would ; he leaves Aftrology, and 
fsllsin «with the Devil, to become.a Soree- 
rer. -But Grace -teacheth better Things: 
andopencth our Eyes by our Astrological 
Studies, to {ce and adore the infinite Pre/cr~ 
ence, and Providence of God, in the laying 
the Frameof Nature in fach an Order, as 
ail things co come to pafs in time fo fuitably 
well, 
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well, even unto Admiration, that Grace, and 
Nature, and Man’s free Agency, work all of 
them together in the fame Subject, feeming- 
ly contrary one to another, and yet they fo 
elegantly comply, by Virtue of this Frame 
of Nature, which is in fucha wife and 
moft excellent manner laid, that every one 
of them has room enough to act its proper 
Work, and that without any Hindrance, 
of the one to the other, in the leaft Meafure. 
And fuch is the excellent Ufe of Aftrology in 
this matter, as Dzvimity itfelf, (though un- 
doubtedly the more worthy Science,) cannot 
give fuch a plain Demonftration of thefe 
Things, as does the experience of a/frolog7~ 
cal Operation: for what that teacheth us- 
to belreve, this maketh us by experience to 
fee and know. Again, it is a great ufe of 
fanctified Aftrology, to obferve the overru-, 
ling Work of God, even in the Afirologer’s 
very Miftakes. I remember, that when 
with moft greedinefs of Knowledge, I at 
any Time purfued my Studies, though 
with indefatigable Pains, yet have I thrown

away whole weeks and month’s ftudy to ne 
Purpofe ; my whole Operation having been | 
rendered fruitlefs, though tried upon feveral 
new Foundations, and all by reafon of heed- ~ 
lefs Miftakes in the bottom thereof, lurking 
imperceptibly, until my finifhed Work fhew- 
ed the deficiency. And yet at other Times, 
and in other Operations, I have found my — 
Work to be true and good in two Day’s 
fpace. - So as I was conftrained to confefs 
with myfelf thefe two Things: Firft, that | 
where it pleafes God. to oppofe, Man la- 
_ bours in vain. So it is with the Hu/band- 
man, and as much with the P+ BR and 7 
therefore no Wonder ‘that the d/frologer 
errs, when God confounds him. And {econd- 
ly, where our Paffions are moft vehemently | 
earneft to know, there it pleafes God moftly 
to oppole ; Moderation carrying the Virtue, 
while Excefs breeds Difpleafure. God Al- 
mighty can, and does confound, (many 
Times,) the utmoft Skill of the moft pro- - 
ficient Artifts of all Sorts, and thus he did 
by the Chaldean Star-gazers.* when they — 

failed 
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failed in their Prognuojffications of the fuccefs 
of Babylon, and it proved quiet contrary : 
and thus it pleafes God to deal by our days 
at fometimes: but Heavenly Wijdom reme- 
dies this difturbance, and fets the Ajrologer 
wellto rights. Allo great is the holy Ufe 
of Ajtrology in Demonftrations of Virtue 
and Wifdom, how they do in many Things 
- prevail againft the natural Works of Heaven, 
and rejoice againft them, and yet without 
any Difparagement unto thofe Heavens or 
their natural Acts, though they be ina Senfe 
wanquifhed. And laftly, this Heavenly 
Wifdom teacheth us to know our Ends, and 
the Number of our Days, that we may be 
certified how long we have to live,* with 
Com ort and Contentment, and to be moft 
advantageou ‘ly prepared, for all States of Prof- 
perity and Auverfity, of Life and Death, 
and that exceedingly the better, for our bet- 
ter Knowledge thereof. And no Man fo 
fit to foreknow thefe, as he, who is able to 
fay, Major fum quam cut pofit foriuna no- 
ecre, | | 


I 
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I fhall now endeavour to prove that there 
really is an 4/frology in the Heavens; that 
is, the Heavenly Bodies have all their Influ- 
ences, wherewith they operate upon all 
earthly Subjects, and that upon the Intel- 
Jectual and Senfitive, as well as the Vegeta- 
tive, to incline and lead them here and there, 
and more or lef{s, in the Conftitution of their 
Qualities and Contingencies of their defti- 
nies, {though not abfolutely to force their 
Wills) according to the Power and Virtues 
of that Place of Heaven, and that Band of 
Stars, unto whofe charge every of thofe Sub- 
jects are committed. | 

God has not fix’d thefe mighty Bodies of 
the Sun, Moon and Stars, (which, to fuch 
as know their Dimentions, are known to 
move in their Orbs, as fo many other Worlds 
in the Heavens) for mere Signs, like Beacons 
on an Hill; nor yet for mere Seafons or _ 
Landmarks of Time, fo as to be no more 
but mere Bounds unto Days, Months, and 
Years. There is infinitely more in them 
than fo; for unto every one of them hath 

| he 
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he committed an Authority and Power, to 
fway and rule over all Things fubject unto 
Day and Night. The Sun is the Fountaia 
of Heat, and that Heat is the Nurfe of Life ; 
and thence therefore find we every living 
Creature waiting upon this Sun for its Life, 
as it were fo many Servants upon the Mafter 
of the Houfe; and this is palpable. Now 
- the Moon feems to be as much the Foun- 
tain of Moifture, as the Sun is of Heat, and 
Moifture being an Handmaid unto Lite ; 
hence alfo may it feem requifite theretore, 
that were the Sun is honoured as Mefter of 
the Houfe, the Moon may challange the 
Title of Miftrefs ; and this alfo is palpabie, 
though not in that Degree of it to the Heat 
of the Sun: for though the Moon doth not 
fenfibly diftil Dews of Moifture, as does the 
Sun his Beams of Heat, ’tis becaufe the is 
the weaker Veffel, and wants of him {0 ex: 
ceedingly in comparifon of Power: yet that 
fhe is the Miftrefs of this Moifture, as well 
as of the Night, is.apparent by the Tides, 
whifh conftantly attend her Motion, and 

that 
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that with increafe and diminution of Force, 
as fhe appears in Strength or want of Afpect, 
and by the Eyes of Cats, which fenfibly 
fwell and fall, as the Moon is {trong or 
weak. 

But befides thefe Seigniories of the Sun 
and Moon, the Stars alfo, it feems have 
their Principalities in the Heavens: the 
Lord who giveth the Sun fora Light by 
Day, giveth alfo the Ordinances of the 
Moon and Stars for a Light by Night. And 
to thefe Stars alfo hath God committed a 
certain Rule or Dominion over the Day and 
Night, and that promifcuoufly.* Now the 
Stars have no fenfible Operation upon us, 
betides that little Light taey adminifter un- 
to our Eyes, and that is fo very fmall, that 
all the Stars in Heaven, befides the Sun and 
Moon, are not able to compare with the 
{malleft wax Candle: and this little Light 
too being only by Night, and that alfo only 
when there are no Clouds to hide them ; 
what fhall we fay now ? Did God make all 

| “thefe 
* Jer. 91, 35 ‘Gen. 1. 18. 
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thefe glorious Bodies (many of which are 
larger than the whole Earth) merely for a 
Twinkle of the N ight, and that at certain 
choice Times and Seafons only? What 
make they then in the Day-time ? and what 
have they todo in the Dark and cbfcure 
Nights? Were they made to ride the Hea- 
vens for. Cyphers only, think we, at fuch 
Times; Lo, every little Daily that grows 
upon the ground, has a fecret and infenfi- 
ble Virtue wrapt in its Leaves and Flowers ; 
and have thefe celeftial Spangles no Influ- 
ences, but what we catch with our Eyes, 
as they are now and then, once ina Week 
et Month, to be found fparkling their dima 
Glances upon us? no, they are fo many 
‘Kings and Lords, and all of them have their 
Commands, and that as well by Day as by 
Night, and in the cloudy as well as the clear 

Nights. And now feeing this their Lord- 
; faip is not managed by fenfible and palpable 
Acts and Agitation, it muft needs follow, 
that they have a fecret and an hidden Way 

of Rule, whereby they operate impercepti- 
: bly 
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bly in all their Agitations, of their Dominion. 
And as thefe, fo alfo the Sun and Moon, 
befides their fenfible Operations, have alfo 
their imperceptible Actions. For it is not - 
the mere Heat which giveth Life, nor the 
mere Moifture that helpeth to live; for if 
fo, then might Man make living Creatures 
artificially, bat this we fee he cannot do ; 
the Heat may hatch the Eggs, but all the 
Art of Man cannot make an Egg that can 
be hatch’d: No, for there is a fecret AG of © 
Sun and Moon, befides the mere putting to 
of Heat and Moifture, which produceth Life 
both in fenfitive and vegetive Animals. And 
in thefe fecret and infenfible Operations or 
Influences, befides the Light which they 
give, confifts that Rule, which the Sun, 
Moon, and Stars exercHe over all the Sons of 
Psy and Night: and herein are written all 
thofe Ordinances of the Moon and Stars, 
which are to bea Law unto Mankind, and to 
the whole Body of Mortality, fo long as the 
World endureth. And this Myftery of thefe 
fecret Operations, is that which we call the 
Ajirolosy of the Heavens. Now 
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Now have the Stars all of them their na- 
tural Influences, and fuch natural Influen- 
ces as touch upon all Things, as far as Day 
and Night extend their Limits? then muft 
Mankind alfo come under the Touch of this 
Influence, as well as Brutes and Vegetives. 
But what Authority can they pretend to 
over Man? Speak to him they cannot to 
command him ought, for they are not intel- 
lizent Bodies, no more than is the Earth ; 
their Authority therefore can be nothing 
elfe, but the execution of their fecret Influ- 
ences, which in a certain Courfe or Order 
they pour upon Mankind, and thefe, Man 
being unable to avoid, the Stars are faid to 
give Law tohim, (Afra reguat homines*) 
and to have their Ordinances unto which 
_ Man alfo muft fubmit. Thus the Stars 
called the Pleiades have their Ordinances, 
(that is) their /weet Influences or Virtues, 
which no Power of Man is able to reftrain. 
And the Stars éf Orion have alfo their Or- 
dinances, (that is) their binding Faculty, by 
G Froft 

* Gen, 1.26, 17,18. Job 98, 21,.32, 98. 
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Froft in Winter, or by fhowers in Suminer, 
bringing to pafs fuch an Hard and tough 
Coat of Armour upon the Ground, as all 
the Art of Man. is not able to prevent. 
Thus Mazeroth and Arcturus with his Sons 
have alfo their Ordinances: and the whole 
Hoft of Heaven hath its Courfe, and its 
Rules in that Courfe, which though a Man 
cannot fee, nor perfectly attain to Know, yet 
fome Track thereof may he apprehend. 
Thefe Names. of Pleiades and Orion (it is 
true) are not found in the Hebrew Tranfla- 
tion, but only in the Septuagint; but it 
feems, thofe feventy Interpreters were ac- 
quainted with thofe Conftellations, and un- 
derftanding both Languages, converted the 
Hebrew Words into fuch Names, as the 
Greeks called thofe Conftellations by. 

To this Purpofe it is faid by Debora the 
Prophetefs, that they fought from Heaven, 
the Stars in their Courfes fought againft Sifera. 
_ Now this was not by Sword nor Piftol, nor 
yet by Thunder and Lightning, (for that 
Bullets fall from no higher than the Air 

: only 
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only, but the Stars are infinitely in the Hea- 
_vens above and beyond all Air) and therefore 
could it beno other Ways but by fome Se- 
cret, yet fatal Influences, whereby Sifera 
and all his Hoft were blafted from. their 
Cradles with unlucky /pects of thefe Stars.* 
For though thefe Men might have'been 
born under as many feveral. Hours, as they 
were Men; yet met each Man that fatal 
Wound at his feveral Hour of Birth, the 
Force of which, as it fell frony various evil 
Stars, and from Variety of envious Afpects, 
on each Man’s Head, fo gave it each Man 
his Bane, with fuch Variety of Limitation, 
as both old Men and young encountered 
gheir Dooms together; and the Limitation 
of many thoufand Fates, and it may be of 
as many thoufand different Lengths, met all 

upon one Day. | 7 
After the fame Manner as thefe Stars 
again{t Sifera, fo alfo difcourfes the Almighty 
unto Job, of the Treafures of the Snow and 
Hail, which be has bid againft the Time of 
G2 Trouble, 

* Judg. 5. 10. 
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Trouble, and the Day of War and Battle,* ‘ 


Now what can be the Meaning of this 
hiding, but the Order of thofe Meteors, fo 
providently lodged and laid up in the Arms 
of the Stars, and witheld by their Influen- 
ces, as that they hall fall by Courfe of Na- 
tnre in fuch precife Moments of Time, as 
the Time of the Punifhment of God’s Ene- 
mies, (fuch as was Sifera) fhall be juft ripe 
to comply with thofe Falls, foas thefe fhall 
fall down to the Punifhment of Thofe: and 
yet fo come thefe Things to pafs without 
Miracle, merely by order of the Frame of 
Nature, as from the beginning it was con- 
trived. And here lies the Glory, that God 
hath fo laid his great Frame of Nature, that 
all Things in Nature do ftrangely coincide 
together, in ten Thoufand feveral Paflages 
and Purpofes, and yet all in a certain Courfe — 
and Order as was laid down from the begin- 
ning, without any the leaft Amendment or 
Addition of new Contrivance. After the 
fame Rate alfo the Light, the Winds, the 
| Rain

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Rain, the Thunder, the Lightning, and the 
Dew, the Frot and Ice, are all of them fo 
neatly laid up in the Pofition of the Hea- 
vens, as all come to pafs in their Order, and 
that fo, as to make the gra{s to grow, even | 
in the Wildernefs, where no Man dwells.* © 
Now were it fo, that thefe Things were all 
ordered by a Virtue immediately iffuing 
from the Bofom of the Deity, then would 
the Rain, and the Thunder, and the reft, 
fall only where Men or Beafts dwell; who 
.may feeand tafle of the Same, and to ac- 
knowledge Him who fends them: but fee- 
ing they fall where neither Men nor Beats 
inhabit, it follows cheretore: that they fall 
‘by Virtue of Means, and that ina continued 
Order, as thofe Means lead them, making 
the Grafs alfo to grow where no Eaters are 
to be found, as well as where they are. 
Thus far {peaks the Scripture, and to all 
fuch who have tried it, Experience fpeaksas 
much. But there are fome who have not 
tried, and, being Obftinate, will not Effay; 
and

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and therefore knowing nothing of this Ex- — 


perience, refufe to believe them who do. 
Yeti think they might believe the. Scrip- 
tures; but if neither that will fatisfy, yet 
they might obferve, the Ebbing and Flow- 
ing of the Sea; there is no imaginable rea- 
fon can be produced how this is wrought, 


unlefs it be by fome fecret Operation of the, 


Moon, beyond all what we underftand, 
‘They may take Notice of the ftrange Sym- 
pathy in the healing of the Weapon-falve, 


and Sympathetical Powder. Here alfo re-- 


mains not any the leaft room for Reafon to 
fay, how this may be effected, unlefs fome 
Celeftial or ftarry Virtue fecretly carry be- 
tween. ‘They may behold the admirable 
Power of the Load-ftone, how it attracts 
Iron at a diftance; and the wonderful Car- 
riazve of the Needle in the Compafs, how 
that dead Body, as if it were alive, is always 
looking towards one of the Poles, unlefs by 
Violence you keep it off. Now it is not the 
Stone of its own Virtue can poflibly do this, 
without the communication of fome higher

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Power affecting of it: nor is it poflible ever 
the Needle could do thus, unlefs fomething 
from the celeftial Matter about the Poles 
attraG it by fome invilible Virtue, or elfe 
the Pole-flar or fome other of thofe Heaven- 
ly Bodies endue it fecretly with that ftrange 
Kind of Quality. They may confider the 
natural Work of Life, how it flarts up, 
‘grows and continues in the Lap of Heat 
and Moifture proportionably conjoined, be- 
yond all the utmoft that we are able to ima- 
gine how, whence it comes, or which way 
it is maintained. Now if there be not this 
fecret Influence in the Heavens, which we 
are treating -of, I would fain know where 
er whence the Rofe growing on a Dunghill 
got its fragrant {mell? or how the Plantane 
growing on the Path-way fide, got its Pow- 
er to heal. Or how the Wheat-corn, drop- | 
ping only into cold Earth, came to multiply 
into an Ear of Twenty, or Thirty, or Forty 
for one? Or how the feed in the Womb, 
without any Art or Skill, or Knowledge of 
the Mother, coagulates, and turns into Blood 
and 
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Bones, and forms itfelf into a living Child ? 
You'll fay perhaps, God does all thefe 
Things; that we know well enough, only 
the Queftion is, how he does them ? whe- ; 
ther with Means or without? If without 
Means, then every Child that is born, and 
every Seed thet grows out of the Ground, 
comes to pafs by a new Creation, as well as 
by Generation: for to bring Things to pafs 
without Means, is the fame as to produce 
them without Matter, it being no more but 
to fay, Let there be Men, or, Let there be 
Leaves and llowers: and, as the Word fays, 
they come to pafs. But we know there 
was never above one Creation, and ever 
fince that, all Things have come to pafs by 
Wature, and therefore there muft be fome 
kind of Natural means for the produdtion of 
all Things: and now if with Means thefe 
Things come to pafs, it is either by earthly 
Means alone, or by the help of fome Celef-_ 
tial Powers alfo, aiding and affifting, that 
they come to pafs. But by the earthly 
Means alone it is plain they cannot come to 


pals, 
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pals, for it is not either Fire, Air, Earth, or 
Water, orall together, that can of them- 
felves beftow that goodly {weet favour unto 
the Rofe. There muft therefore certainly 
be fome other fupernatural Power aiding 
and aflifting, or elfe out of the mere Earth 
could never come to. pafs fuch a Thing fo 
far expelling Earth, and all its Adherents, — 
as Firé, Airand Water: and if fo, then came 
this Virtue either from fome {piritual or ma- 
terial Subftance, exceeding all the terreftrial 
Powers and Faculties. If from fome {piri- 
tual Subftance, then was it affected either by 
Angels, or by the Soul, of the World. By 
Angels it could not be, for they have their 
peculiar Offices other Ways: and though 
they are Subjects of Nature, as we are, yet 
are they no Part of the Frame of Nature, 
whereout all Things in their Order are 
formed. Now were it by the Soul of the 
World, then for certain muft there befuch a 
Soul, which as yet we are not fufficiently in- 
formed of; and then muft that Soul have 
its {pecial Seat in the World worthy of itfelf 

H . where 
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where to dwell, and from whence to inform — 
allthe whole Earth; and if fo, then dwells 
it undoubtedly amongft the celeftial matter, 
and from thence fupplies the Earth with fuch 
Store of Virtue from the Heavens and Stars 
therein, as brings to pafs all that Shape, 
Colour, Smell, Life, and Increafe which we ~ 
fee come to pafs. Or if you deny this, then 

muft the Earth be fupplied with all her 
- wonderful Virtues from fome fupernatural | 
material Subftances; and if fo, then name 
any Thing betides the heavenly Matter, and 
the Stars of Heaven, that can be that Sub- 
ftance, andI havedone. Now either Way 
will there be an heavenly Aftrology, or an_ 
Aftrelogy inthe Heavens. Only the Quef: 
tion is, whether thefe celeftial Influences cre- 
ate the Earth immediately by God’s Bleffing, 
or whether there be a general Soul of the 
World between? Utrum horum mavts aecipe ; 
Tafknomore. Inthe beginning God created 
the Heavens and the Earth ; and the Earth” 
was without Form and Void, and Darknefs 
was upon the Deep, and the Spirit of God 


moved

moved upon the Pace of the Waters.* Here, 
when there was nothing but Earth and 
Water, and Darknefs over all, yet the Spirit 
‘of God maintained that rude Mafs; the Earth 
‘did he manage by the Water, and the Water 
in the Dark by himfelf. But now both the 
Earth and Water are under the Face of Hea- 
ven, and the Light is upon the Heaven, and 
the Spirit of God moveth upon the Face of 
the Heavens in that Light, andas he actua~ 
teth the Earth and the Waters by the Hea- 
vens, fo doth he actuate the Heavens by 
himielf. 

Thus Reafon oihiphicts: with holy Writ, 
and both Scripture and Reafon are Witneffes 
with our Experience, That there is an Ajftro- 
logy lodged in Heaven. And yet farther, the 
Scriptures alfo confirm all that I have advan- 
ced, to be both truly Rational and Divine. 
Concerning Jofeph it is faid by Mofes, that 

‘bis Blefing hall be of the precious Things of 
the Sun and Moon.{- Now it is well known, 
that amongtt other of thefe precious Things 
2 H2 by

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by that Tribe enjoined, was the Kingdom. 
of the ten Tribes ; whence follows it, that 
itis in the Power of the Sun and Moon, a- 
mongft other precious Bleflings under God, 
to influence a Man unto the Dignity of a 
Crown, and fo to fortunate his Affairs, as to 
bring about the enjoyment of it, God pro- 
mifeth by the Prophet Hofeah, how he will 
hear the Heavens, and they fhall bear the 
Earth, and the Earth, the Corn and Wine, 
and Oil, and they fhall hear Fezreel.* Where- 
in he fhews us, that as Man lives by Corn 
and Wine, fo they by the Earth, and fo the 
Earth by the Heavens. And if fo, then 
from the Heavens is it that the Earth re- 
ceives that Virtue, whereby it brings forth 
all Smell, Colour and Virtue. Mofes tells 
us, God fhall open his good Treafure, the Hea- 
ven, and that not only fo give Rain unto the 
Land, but alfo to blefs all the Work of the 
Hand. Whence it is evident, that there 
lodges in the celeftial Bodies a Faculty of | 
fortunating civil Affairs, as well as ofman-_ 


aging 
nHol a1, Deut, 28, 12, q 
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aging natural Things, and that the Root of 
all earthly Beings is from Heaven. Mofes 
fays again, that the Suz, Moon and Stars, 
God hath diftributed to all Nations under 
Heaven.* And the Pfalmift {peaking of 
‘the Sun and Heavens, fays, Tey declare the 
Glory of God, and fhew forth his handy Work: 
Duy and Night de continually tell of them, 
and that their Voice is beard in ali Lan- 
guages, and their Words are gone into the 
Ends of the World. By which it appears, 
that the Heavens, and all the Stars therein, 
are replete with fuch Virtues, as the whole 
World hath need of : and thefe. Virtues God 
hath given unto the Heavens for this Pur- 
pofe. His Spirit (faith Job) hath garnithed 
the Heavens.{ And by the Breath of his 
Mouth (faith the Pfalmift) was the whole 
Army of Heaven made.§ 

Known unto God (faith St. James) are 
all his Works from the beginning of the 
World. ‘Thefe Works are either Natural 
or Miraculous. ‘The natural Works of God 
are

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are that whole Frame of the Creation,* to-— 
gether with all Circumftances and Concerns 
relating there unto, in Times paft, prefent — 
and future, which, as a moft curious Piece 
of Art, confifteth of all the Story of the 
whole World, and yet is all fet together in 
one only entire Piece of Workmanfhip ;-F 
it is like a Watch made up of {mall Wheels, 
ene within another, and yet all taking one 
from another, and working one by and un- 
der another, until you come unto the maftér 
Wheel, or firft Mover, which being wound 
up at the Creation with the Line of Time, 
of.a feeming infinite Length of Thread 
wreathed up together upon the Wheel, has 
ever fince the Beginning been winding off 
unto this prefent Age; and yet is there ftill 
more Line ypon the Wheel, but how much 
remains, is kept only in the Breaift of the 
Almighty; but when this Line hall be 
utterly wound off, then will this Frame of 
‘Nature find its Period, and all Wheels mutt 
ceafe their Motion.t Now in the mean- 
: Time,

‘Time, asthe Watch-maker knows all the 
Wheels, Pullies, and little Pins in the 
Watch, knows the great and Almighty God 
the whole World. To every Man that is 
born of a Woman, there is a certain Order 
‘or Courfe of his Life, how he runs through 
Health and Sicknefs, Honour and Ditho- 
nour, and all the Paflages of his Life, from 
his Cradle to the Grave. For Man is as 
it were, 2 little World within himéfelf ; 
and though he ftand, as it were, but one. 
Wheel in the Frame of the great World, 
yet within this One feem there to be 
many Thoufands of Wheels operating, and 
Thoufands more within every one of thofe 
firftt. Thoufands, and more ftill within them, 
and every of them almoft ad infinitum, efpe- 
cially in long-lived People, and Perfons of 
great Undertakings, and all thefe moving 
within, and one under another, as they are 
carried by the Thread twined on the out- 
moft and greateft Wheel, do run on in their 
Order until that Thread break, or elfe be 
wound off, and there they makea Stop. All 

thefe 
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thefe Things; God, who made Man at the. 
firft, perfectly knows, and fore-knew from 
the beginning of the World; and by this | 
Order of Man’s Life he perfe@ly khows, 
and fore-knew exactly all Paflagés of our 
Lives, yea, even all the Thoughts of our 
- Hearts, both fleeping and waking,* and 
how one Thought drives off, and brings in 
another, and contimues fo doing until that 
awful Moment arrives, when the Breath of 
Man goeth forth. Now every Man being, 
as it were, a particular Wheel of the great 
World, it muft needs follow, that all Men 
move ina certain Frame or Wheel above 
themfelves, by Virtue of which the mafter 
Wheel of every Man’s Life is fet a going. 
Andthis Wheel is alfo fubordinate unto o- 
thers, and they alfoare the fame unto ftill 

higher than they, until we come at laft unto 


themafter Wheel of the whole World, which 


is the high and mighty Wheel of Heaven, ~ 


wherein the Sun, Moon and Stars are fet, as 
carrying on the great Works of Nature unto 
the

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the End. Hence come the Originals of all 
natural Qualities, Paflions and Accidents of 
our Lives, (the Motion of the Will and R eae 
fon ohly excepted; which, as an independent 
Wheel, within the Wheel of Nature, has a 
kind of Motion of its own, and therefore 
however it may be inclined or allured by the 
Works of Nature, yet cannot be forced by 
-them.*‘ But now above and beyond this 
great Wheel of Nature, there is yet one 
Wheel more, within which the Heaveng 
themfelves are turned.~ And here is it, 
wherein is hid that great Line of Time, 
whereby the whele World is made to hoid 
On and continue its Motion; and this Wheel 
is God himfelf, who draws out the Line of 
Time, and fitting upm the Circies of the 
Earth, ftretches out the Heavens asa Curtain, 
dnd beboldeth all the Inbabitants of the World 
as Gra/hoppers unaer bis Feet ;~ and hence 
fezs he, as it were, with one View, all the 
World naked before his, both paft, preient, 
and to come.

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Now as it was the opinion of the Plato~ 
nifts, and many of the ancient Philofophers, 
that there was as well one general Soul of : 
the whole World, as there is one Soul in- 
forming every Man’s Body, {o is it {till the 
opinion of many very learned Chriftians ; 
and it feems with a great deal of Reafon, 
that the World has fuch a Soul. For were 
there not one and the fame general living 
Virtue, comprehending the whole natural 
World, from the remoteft. Circumference 
of the Heavens, unto the innermoft Centre - 


of the Earth, how poffibly could the Sym- 


_ pathies and Antipathies of Nature work fuch\ 


Compliances and Differences at fuch diftan- 
ces as we {ee they do, and that as far as it is 
from. Heaven unto the Earth, and that too, 
without any.vifible or imaginable Contac- 
tion, unlefs fome fuch animal Virtue be in 
the World,-to carry fuch an invifible Corref-, 
pondency between Creature and Creature ? 
Now where Life is, thefe Things are aptly 
effected: thus the Infant in the Womb is 


mourifhed by the Meat which the Mother 


Pa a +. + 2 ,*e eatse 
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eats. Now be it fo, that there is fuch an 
univerfal Soul, yet is it queftionable whether — 
‘this Soul be intellectual, or merely vegitive, 
That there is an intellectual Power infor- 
ming the whole World, as the Soul does 
the Body, is not to be doubted; for other- 
wife would the Frame of Nature be no more 
but a huge blind Lump. But Nature be-~ 
ig led by good Eyes, fuch an Intellect mutt 
‘there be fomewhere, that either gives or 
lends {uch Eyes to Nature. But then 
fhould the Soul of the World carry this In- 
tellect in its own Brain, it would follow, that 
this Soulisa God. For to bean intellectual 
Being, filling Heaven and Earth with its 
prefence, is an Attribute of Gods.* And 
therefore I conclude, that there is an univer- 
fal Soul in the World, but it is only Vege. - 
tive, and not Intellectual ; yet in this Soul 
dwelleth the Spirit of Almighty God,-+ who 
filleth Heaven and Earth with his prefence, 
and from hence garnifheth the Heavens, 
and caufeth the precious Virtues of the Sun,

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Moon and Stars, to be carried and diftribu- 
ted into all Parts of the World.* And thus 
ummediat:ly God ruleth in the Heavens, 
and rulcth all the World mediately by the 
Fleavens. °Tis true indeed, that God is ag 
weil able to govern and maintain all Things 
without Means, as he was at Firft to con- 
ftitute and create the Frame of Nature; but ; 
fuchis his Pleafure, that he works by Means, 
and not immediately in all Things. It isa 
common anda true Maxim, that God and’ 
Nature have made nothing in Vain ;+ and 
yet it isas true, that Grafs grows where no- 
thing Lives tu eat it. Now were the 
World governed by God’s immediate Pre- 
fence only, then is this Grafs growing a 
Work in vain, becaufe God’s prefence 
brings forth all Things at Will, and with 
Limits and increafe as it pleafeth;t and 
therefore his Power being at all Times, and 
in all Places, able to ceafe its Operation, 
might have prevented this Plenty in a defo- 
late

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jate Country. But Nature running her 
Courfe ina conftant Track, has no Power 
to ceafe her Work without a Miracle; and 
therefore however the Grafg may grow in 
yain, yet Nature’s operation 1s not in vain, 
which by Virtue of one and the fame A 
produceth the Grafs in all Places, and that 
as well in the populous as defolate Coun- 
tries. 

Next come we to God’s miraculous 
Works, which alfo from the Beginning were 
known unto him. Thefeare fuch as have 
been contrary, or atleaft diverfe, to the 
Courfe of Nature: fuch a Work was it 
when he made the Sua ftand ftill, and at 
another Time whenhe made it Retrograde.*. 
Such alfo were the Works of Chrift, when 


he railed the Dead, and gave Sight to Men 
born Blind, by his divine Power. Such 
alfo was the Work of God, when the Sea 
made @ Lane for Men to pafs through it on 
gry Ground ;~ and when the Fire had no

He forefaw by the 
Frame of Nature the Oceafion that required. 
them, and by that forefight fet down in his 
eternal Mind the Contrivance of al] Miracles,’ 
as they were in Time to keep Company with 
his Frame of Nature. And now may thus 
far be granted. What is it which we call 
“firology @ but the fummary of all that Skill 
and Knowledge, which, by Times, the Ob- 


fervation and Experience of the whole World ~ 


of Ages hitherto hath colle@ed, and com- 
_ municated down from Hand to Hand unto 
us of this prefent Age, as to what may be 
wnderftcod concerning the Nature and Ope- 
rations of the great’ Wheels of Nature, how 
they Work upon us, and what they Work 
‘out of us, and what Accidents, according te 
their ufual Track, may like encugh befall us?

swe attain to fee. into the. great Works of | 
God, and to be able to fay unto his o 
Glory, how truly great they are. 

And now by this Time, I hope, it will tie 
adjudged pait Difpute, that Afirology does 
am no wife limit God’s eternal Providence, 

but is fo far from it, as no Science, except 
Divinity, can declare half fo much, whereby 

God’s facred Contrivance of the Affairs of 

Nature may be truly magnified as they de-_ 

ferve. It feems greatly to trouble many 

People, becaufe fay they if there be fuch a 

Thing as Aftrology to be allowed, then muft 

meceflarily follow a fatal Deftiny not to be 
avoided; and if fo, what Room is left for — 
God’s Providence? or what for exercife of 
human Virtues or Vices? .’Tis true: indeed 
that there is a Fate in the Frame of Nature; 
but then it is God’s eternal Providence, 
which has contrived that Fate, and laid the 
whole Platform of it; and that fo, and 
accompanied with fuch an incomprehenfible 
Forecaft, as in no Gale can happen unto any 
Man, 
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Man, either of good Luck or bad, or of. 
Profperity or Adverfity, but matters fall out 
fo fuitable to his Prayers and Conditions, a$ 
if God had quite altered the Scene of Affairs 
at his requeft, and yet had nothing fallen out 
But what was fo ordered from all Eternity : 
for God Almighty forefaw all Men, and all 
their Cafes, and their Prayers, and Thoughts, 
from the Beginning; and laid his Frame of 
Nature fo, as to anfwer all Prayers, Cafes, 
and Thoughts as was fit, all from the Begins | 
ning, But thefe eternal Contrivances opens 
ing in Time, and anfwering fo exactly to the 
Purpofe, many {hallow weak People are apt 
to cry out, asif the Almighty had altered 
his Purpofes, changed the Courfe of Nature, 
and made new Contrivances upon their 
Prayers and for their fakes, as if there could — 
be no fuch Thing as divine Providence, 
without difparaging the Deity, to make it 
feem of changeable and new contrived Coun- 
fels. But what though there be fuch 2 
Thing as Fate, yet does it not follow, thot” 
there muft be therefore an abfolute fatal 
Neceflity, 
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‘Neceffity, for there is no fuch Thing, nei= 


ther the Stars, nor Heaven, nor Courfe of 
N ature, any ways pretending to force Man’s 
Will, they only incline in their Courfes, 
And here lies the Exercife of Virtue, in 
{triving and fighting againft corrupt Inclina- 

tions. The Heathens could fay, Sapiens 
dominabitur afiris; and our Saviour proclaims, 

that the Kingdom of Heaven fuffers Violence, 

and violent Men take it by Force.* More- 

over, fo effectual have been the fervent Pray- 

_ers of faithful and good Men, that they have 
not only turned the Edge of malignant In- ~ 
clinations to bad Qualities, but» have alfo 

utterly overturned the Force of hard Fates. 
Had an Aftrologer known King Hezekiah’s 

Nativity,~ no doubt he would have read 

his Deftiny to be Death, by a violent Fever 

in the fourteenth Year of his Reign ; and yet 

would the King have outlived that Date 

fifteen Years farther, without any Difparage= 

ment to the Aftrologer, for he would have 
faid no more but what was truly Written in 

K - Beaven:

Heaven: but the Virtue of the good King 
prevailing, God Almighty wrought for 
him, and averted the Hand of Fate for 
that Time. *So alfoincafeofill Qualities, 
St. Paul feems by his rugged Nature to 
have had Stars and Afpects {waying his 
Geniture as the ufurper Cromwell had in 
his ; but by his Virtue he overcame Nature, 
and brought his Body into Subjection, and 
by that Means made ufe of all his violent 
Paffions of Nature, to ftir up the more Zeal. 
and Fervency in God’s fervice ; whereas 
the other, for want of that Virtue, became 
fo much the greater Villain. Such another 
Pattern as this feems to have been the famous 
Heathen Socrates. Thus wife Men rule 
the Stars, but Fools are ruled by them unto 
their own Deftruction. And thus Grace 
and Will have no Bar by Aftrology either of 
Freedom or Fulnefs of Room for their Ex- 
ercife, and yet keep on the Stars their Cour- 
fes too. For the Works of Grace and Na- 
ture follow each their own Track; Nature 


; 3 neceffitates 
*1Tim. 2 3, 1 + 1 Cor. 6. 26, 27, 
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neceflitates no Man’s Wickednefs, and 
Grace deftroys nothing of Nature, it a- 
mends Nature, but farther meddles not ; 
-and Aftrology reconciles both, by giving 
Light to the Paths of each, and fhewing 
both how they may make each for other, 
and all for the Praife and Glory of God. 
_ Now fuch is the wonder of God’s eternal 
Contrivance, that never any univerfal Defo- 
lation happens at any Time, whether by 
Fire, or Water, or War, or Plague, but 
every Man’s particular Fate in that Defola- 
tion has a natural Reafon for it written in 
Heaven. Every Man who perifhed in 
Noah’s Flood, had a particular Influence 
from Heaven upon him, and fuch as might 
be feen by his Nativity, which led on his 
_ Deftiny to fall in that very Hour as the 
Flood came, and to die by that very Kind of 
Death. 

But fome will fay, God’s Works are fe- 
cret, and who can find them out ? We agree 
with them ; but yet thefe Secrets have alfo 
an outfide, and that’s all we pretend to be 

Ka Skilled | 
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Skilled in. But God worketh above Nature, 
fays another, and that without any the leat 
Track, and why fhould the. Aftrologer tie 
him to a Method; Becaufe (fay we) we 
know God to bea God of Order, and 
one who delights to keep to that Order. 

But as for his pathlefs Ways which are 
objected, we do not well underftand the 
Meaning, unlefs. they would have the Al- 
mighty allowed the Liberty to change his. 
Mind; and then what fhall that argue, but 
as if there had been fome deficiency in his 
eternal Purpofe, and therefore his ‘after 
Thoughts came up to mend it. And where 
then was his eternal Omnifciency ? which 
yet every true Child of God muft ftedfaftly 
believe, or elfe Woe be to all the World : 

"But if by thefe Supernatural, they mean only‘ 
his miraculous Works; know then, that 
fuch are never without fome {pecial Occa- 
fion, and that depending upon the Work of 
Wature, the Aftrologer i is not without his 
Guels there too; but however, he does in 
no wife debar’ or ay thefe Miracles. 
theta? i Thus 
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Thus is it evident, both from holy Writ and 
Scripture Reafon, the Heavens have their 
Influences, and by Confequence, that there 
is fuch a Thing as Aftrology in the Stars 
above. 

We.have it by Experience, and are very 
fure, by abundance of Verification, that 
fomething of this Aftrology we do know; 
and fo fays our Saviour, that it is fo certain- 
ly: When it is Evening, ye fay (fays he) 7 
will be fair Weather, becaufe the Sky is Red.* 
And in thé Morning it will be foul Weatber, 
becau/e the Sky is Red and Louring. And 
when a Cloud arifeth out of the Weft, fraight- 
way ye fay, a Shower cometh, and (fays he) 
at is fo. And when ye fee the South Wind 
blow, ye fay, there will be Heat, and fo it 
comes to pafs. And then he concludes, 
{peaking of the Pharifaical ‘fews, ye Hypo- 
crites, ye can difcern the Face of the Sky, but 
the Signs of the Times can ye not difcern.- 
Now if Hypocrites could be true Aftrolo- 


gers,

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gers, what hinders but Chriftians may be as 
much, and as good Aftrologers as they ? and 
if fuch as could not difcern the Signs of the 
Times, yet could underftand an Aftrology 
by the Heavens ; how much more famous 
in the Heavenly Skill may thofe Men be-— 
eome, who can difcern both Chritt and the 


Heavens too? 
Such an Aftrologer was Mofes, that great 


Man of God, who was learned in all the 
Wifdom of the Egyptians*. In Mofes’ 
Days, the Egyptians were as famous for 
Literature as any Nation in the World; and 
amongft other Things, they were great 
Aftrologers.,~ Jofephus the Hiftorian tells 
us, (and he quotes ancient Authors for what 
he fays) that the Egyptians were well ver- 
fed in Aftrology, and that the firft Know- 
ledge of that celeftial Skill they learned from 
the Patriarch Abraham, whilft he was in | 
_ Egypt.{ Now the Egyptians, it is con- 
feiled, ftudied more Arts than were good, 
fuch as Sorcery, and Inchantments, and_

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a diabolical Sort of Magick: But Mo- 


fes was learned only in the lawful Arts, and 
fuch was Aftrology, when it was clean fitted 
from the diabolical Tares mingled with it 
by the enchanting Sorcerers. And that 
‘Mofes particularly underftood Aftrology,* 
is apparent by his predictions of the 
Tribes as to what fhould befall them in after 
Ages; for it was not by Revelation, nor 
Dream, nor Vifion, that he fpake thofe. 
Things; for when it was fo, the Scripture 
was wont to declare it ; and no fuch Thing 
being alledged now, it follows, that he fpake 
merely of his natural Knowledge; and be- 
fides, the phrafe favours of mere natural 
Prophecy. ° 
_ It appears alfo by the fame Jofephus, a 
learned, and generally well approved Author, 
that Adam, Seth, Enos, and mott of the 
Patriarchs, were all great Aftrologers ; and 
aiter them, Abraham, who taught both the 
Chaldeans and Egyptians; andas feems 
by his Predictions to his Sons, Jacob 
was

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was fo too; and fuch was the opinion of 
the learned Origen.* Of Jofeph alfo very — 
much may be faid to the fame Purpofe, 
he was a Man famous for interpreting — 
of Dreams; and this is a Faculty com- 
monly accompanying Aftrology, and fuch 
as by Rules of Art may be aptly known, © 
without divine Infpirations.t . Of Jofeph, 
Diodorus Siculus, the ancient Hiftorian hath 
{aid much, how he contributed not a little — 
tothe Art of the Plow, which was taught — 
by Ofiris and Ifis, and how he taught them | 
very many learned Matters, both concerning © 
Religion and the State, and concerning 
Things to come: he calls him Hermes | 
Trifmegiftus indeed, but that Jofeph was 
the fame Hermes he {pake of, is very plain 
to be underftood, both by the Time and Age 
wherein Hermes lived, and alfo by his Reli- — 
gion, of which Diodorus faith, that he taught _ 
a Religion by himfelf, and contrary to all the 7 
Ways of Worfhip that were ever known 
amonelt the Egyptians before him; and he © 
fays; 

‘ @ Gen. 48, 49. + Gen. 40. 41. | 
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fays, that he was che moj? honored of the 
King above all Men, for that be had found 
out, and counfelled unto many Things, condu- 
cing to the benefit of Man’s Life; which is 
the very Character of Jofeph in holy Writ. 
Now of this Man, fays Diodorus, he was one 
of the firft who was {killed in the Stars. 
And the Aphorifms of Hermes the Egyptian 
are extant unto this Day; which although 
I do not believe they were taught by Moles, 
who was the greateft Hermes of Egypt, yet 
being fathered upon him, it argues that he 
was a famous Aftrologer efteemed of old ; 
for that thofe antient Things wanting a cer- 
tain Father, were fathered upon him, as if he 

had been the Fountain of that Learning. 
Such Kind of Aftrologers feem alfo to 
have been thofe Men of [Mfachar, who came 
to David when he was at Hebron, and are 
{tiled in holy Writ, Men who had under fiand= 
ing of the Times, to know what Ifrael ought to 
do. Now confider we what the Bufinefs 
was in Hand, and in difpute, namely, whe- 
ther Irael fhould follow the Houfe of Saul, 
L iy or 
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or go over to David?* To refolve this 
Queftion, it feems thofe Iffacharians were 
well filled, and they could tell that David 
fhould rife, and the Saulites fhould fall ; they 
could tell, that Saul’s Turn was ferved, and 
David's coming up. But how did. they 
know this? not by Prophefy, nor Skill in 
the Law or Prophets, for they were nei- 
ther Priefts nor Levites whofe Bufinefs it 
was to ftudy the Law ; nor were they divine- 
ly infpired, for then would they have been 
called Prophets; nor were they Scribes of 


the People, for thofe were mofily of the 
Tribe of Simeon, and thefe were Iflacharians: 


it follows therefore, that with any eafe or 


finooth Interpretation, thefe could not be any” 


Thing elfe but learned Aftrologers, or Men. 


well read in the Heavens, fo as to be able to” 


aniwer an horory Queftion in fuch a Cafe as 


was now depending: for after this Manner 
were the Perfian Aftrologers wont to be cale 
led Magi, or wife Men, who were {killed int 
the Times.t And fo alfa the Chaldeaial 


termed

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termed their young Students in Aftrology, 
Men {killed in Wifdom, and cunning in Sci- 
ence, to learn the Learning of the Chal- 
deans.* 

_ Such an Aftrologer was Daniel, and fuch 
were his Companions, Shadrach, Methech, 
and Abednego; thefe were educated accor- 
ding to. the Chaldean way of the ftudy of 
Att rology, and what other magick Arts 
could be thought a lawful Study ;>t and one 
Melzar was their Tutor: and according to 
their Education, they profited by God’s 
Ble ing, in Knowledge and Skill of all Man. 


; of Learning and Wifdom, that was law- 
ful for them to ftudy. And Daniel had par- 
ticularly a notable Faculty in Underftanding 
the meaning of all’ Vitions and Dreams, 
And at the end of three Years time, when 
Daniel and his Fellows were brought before 
the King, upon the Trial by a Communica- 
tion of hard Queftions, it was found, that 
thefe Men were ten Times more lea:ned in 
all Matters of Wifdom and Underftunding, 
| ts than

than all the Magicians and Aftrologers in 
the Realm. Nowit is plain, that this great 
Wifdom of theirs confitted principally in the 
Aftrological Art, for that was it which they 
were appointed to ftudy, about that were all 
the hard Queftions of the Communication, 
and therein was it that they excelled all the 
Chaldeans ; and ever after this, amongft the 
Chaldean Aftrologers, were they accounted 
as Members of fome Schools at Babylon, 
which were maintained for that very Pur- 
pofe. This Science was here once taught 
by Abraham, and after that Belus, the Fa- 
ther of Nimrod, built the School-houfe of 
Learning, and much propagated the Art :* 
And from thofe Days to thefe, the Chaldeans. 
had ever been great Aftrologers; and in 
thefe Schools ftudied. the learned Daniel. 
And-when the wife Men, and Aftrologers, 
and Sorcerers were deftined to die, Daniel 
and his Fellows were fought for to be exe= 
cuted amongft the reft; the reafon of this” 
danger was, for that none of all the Aftrolo-

gers and Sorcerers could tell the King’s 
Dream, which himfelf had forgotten -. now 
had he propofed his Dream, there wanted 
net for Artifts, who would have undertook 
the Interpretation; but, as the Cale {tood, 
Danic! himfelf did scl oa: that nei- 
ther Aftrologer or Soothfayer sebee potiibly 
anfwer the Senedd nd that the Knowledge 
he had gained of it was not by Ae but by 
Divine Infpiration. But however, it is patt 
‘Difpute, that Daniel had a real Skill in Af 
trology, andthe Art of Interpretation of 
Dreams, and that by virtue of f Reading and 
Study, befides what he had by Infpiration, 
only as for Sorcery and Scoth-1 laying, and all 
fuch black Arts, we cannot ima a8! ine he ever 
meddled. It muft necefiarily follow, that 
amoneit the Chaldean’ ne ring, ee thing 
there was lawful and good, which 1 ee Da- 
niel and his Fellows fo famous above all the 
Chaldeans. And now if we confider, tha 
Sorcery and Soothfayings were me 
Studies, and that the Art Magical is a doubt- 
ful Thing, either what was really underftood 


by 
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by it, or whether it might be good or bad ;

however it muit needs be, ‘that Aftrology | 


was both a lawful and a famous Study, as 
‘Daniel ufed it at leaft, (purged from the 
Chaldean Fopperies) and therein was it, that 
Daniel and his Fellows fo much out-did 
all the Chaldeans, even in their King’s 
prefence.

But fay fome, you cannot tell the Weather : 


truly, how much lefs then can you be able 
to foretel human Fates ?. now the truth is, 
we do acknowledge, that itis but little that 
we know perfect ly; and as for Skill in the 
Weather, we count it a great deal more di 
ficult to be underftood, (efpecially fome 
Years before that Time’ than human Bufi- 
nels. For firft, we have but little of any 
Nativity to judge therein, ( the Vernal and 
other vei Figures being the principal 
Rules of that Nature) the Tranfits are our 
greateft Arguments. “The Weather depen- 
cing much upon the kes Operations, is {way- 
ed by meaner Afpects than are human Mat- 

ters, and therefore the Event is by fo much 
the 


= Lesa tps ue S & mans 
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the more various and uncertain. Unlefs it 
were poflible to underftand the exa@’ Quan- 
tity and Porportion of Weather, whether 
Fair or Foul, that is like to fall, and to fay 
exprefily in what {pecial Climate and Place 
it thall begin to fall, itis utterly impofible 
to pleafe all People in all Places with any 
Predictions of this Nature: for fhould it be 
Proznofticated of Rain, and that Rain cone, 
yetif the Stock of fhowery Drops any whit 
- fail of the due Proportion expected, and be- 
‘gin to pour down fome four or fve Climates 
breadth of Space ere it arrive at the Place 
of Expectation, then will that whole Cloud 
be utterly expended upon thofe Climates 
where it firft dropped, and a fair Day muft 
needs fucceed in the expected Situation. 
And thus the Prognofticator, though never 
fo ingenious, for want of fome little Perfec- 
tion in fome certain Predictions, fhall be 
laughed at by a Company of Clowns, as a 
mere Impoiter. 
Yet that a real Skillin the Weather may 
be acquired, almoft cvery Shepherd and Hul- 
| bandman 
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bandman can tell you, who are able to veri-— 
fy abundance of Aphorifims of their tried — 
Experiences concerning Weather, both by- 


the riding of £ the Clouds, colour of the Skies, 


and appearances of the Sun, Moon and Stars. 


And that they are certainly in the right, 


as to thefe their Experiments, our Saviour — 


brings in his facr ved ‘Teft, inftancing in cer- 


tain of. thefe Particulars, that it is fo, as 


they ufe to fay. And now be it fo, that 
Obfervation and Experience can make us 
W eather-wife, what fhall hinder, but that 
they may fay as much as to the F ore-know- 
ledge of our Fates, if not a great deal more, 
(there being abundantly more Reafon for 
certainty in Predictions of this Nature, than 


for thofe of that Nature.) What is Aftro- 
logy, but the finding out a Skill of future | 
Fates, by the very fame Means as the Jews © 
attained to know, that a red Evening fore- 


boded the Morrow’s fam Weather? For 
the Experience of this know we to be every 


Way as punctually true, as poffibly could be © 
in that, unto which our Saviour deigned to | 
| give 
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give his Teft, that itis fo. But what need 
we any further Arguments ? Itis evident, by 
Daily and Multitude of Experiments, that 
| fkilful Men do certainly underftand very 
much of future Contingencies, by this 
harmlefs Ufe of Aftrology. 

From what has been advanced, it is fuffi- 
ciently plain and obvious, that an ASTRO- 
LOGY there is in the HEAVENS; and, 
that Man, in this State of Corruption, may 
attain to underftand it: I fhall therefore 
conclude thefe Obfervations, and give my 
Readers the Definition of the twelve Houfes 
of HEAVEN, from the Works of the learn- 
ed and much-efteemed Philofopher and 
Aftrologian, MORINUS; and in doing 
this, I thall adhere as much to the Spirit 
and Letter of the Author, as the Nature of — 
a T'ranflation will permit. 

“Tt is a Fact,” fays this excellent Author, 
‘‘which preponderates in the Balance of 
Reafon, and highly claims our fober Con- 
fideration, that the Life of Man is refol- 
-vable into four diftina&t Periods or Ages ; 
M namely,

namely, Infancy, Youth, Maturity, and old 
Age; though it may be faid, with {trict 
Truth, that fcarcely half the human Race 
attain to the Conclufion of only their third 
Period. Inthe Conftru¢tion of Man, there- 
fore, we difcover four Affections, into which 
all other Things appear to be reducible, as | 
it were to their firft Beginning ; namely, 
Life, Action, Marriage, and Paffion. ‘Thefe 
agree with the Rife, Perfection, Declination, 
and ‘Termination of all Things, and comprife 
the whole Effects and Operations of Nature. 
For Man is truly faid to rife into the World, 
the Moment he receives Refpiration and 
Life; to be in Perfection, when he attains 
~ to Manhood and Maturity, and to the Pro- 
pagation of the Species ; to decline, when he 
begins to lofe the innate radical Principle of 
Heat and Moifture ; and to fuftain the laft 
Paffion of Life, when he ceafes to breathe, 
and filently finks into the Grave. The Life, 
Action, Marriage, and Paffions of Men, are, 
therefore, governed by the fame celeftial 
Principle which regulates the Birth, Per- 
fection, 
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fection, Declination, and Diffolution of all 
other Things. Wherefore, Life, in the Syf- 
tem of Nature, is regulated by the eaft Angle 
of the Heavens, called the A/cendant ; Ac- 
tion, by the fouth Angle, or Midheaven ; 
Marriage, by the weft Angle; and Paffion, 
by the orth Angle of the heavenly Frame. 
And hence arife four Triplicities of the fame 
Genus or generical Nature; and twelve Hou- 
fes, as heretofore defcribed. The firft Tri- 
plicity is of the eaftern Angle or Afcendant, 
attributed to Infancy, and called the Tripli- 
city of Life, including the firft, ninth, 
and fifth Houfes; which behold each other 
in a partile Trine in the Equator, where 
this rational Divifion of the Twelve Houfes 
is made.” 7 | 
«« Man either does or ought to live ina 
threefold Refpect; in himfelf, in GOD, and 
in his Pofterity: for, the great Ends, for 
which he was created, are to worfhip and 
glorify his MAKER, and to propagate his 
Species. The life of Man in himielf, is, 
therefore, the firft and prime Object in the 
Wee . + Ovaer 
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Order of Nature; for, without this, all 
other Parts of the Creation would be vain, 
being made for Man’s Ufe and Benefit. For 
this Caufe, the Life of Man appertains to 
the firft and principal Houfe in the Divifion 
of the Heavens. But Man’s Life in GOD, 
confifting in his Image of the Divinity, in 
the Rationality of his Soul, and in the Purity 


of his Morals, claims, for this Reafon, the © 


ninth Houfe, according to the Motion of the 


Equator, which is the Houfe of Piety and | 


Religion. And,as Man’s Life is continued 
in his Pofterity, according to one and the 


fame unchangeable Law, prefiding over all _ 


Nature, fo the Houfe of Infancy and Chil- 
dren, which is the fifth Houfe, is appropri- 


ated for this Purpofe. And, thefe three 
concerns being confeffedly the grand Objects _ 


| 


of Man’s Life, the three Houfes of Heaven, | 


under which they are refpectively nourifhed 


and foftered, form a Trine with each other, | 


ina Chain of mutual Harmony and Concord.” 
‘The fecond Triplicity confifts of the 
Angle of the Midheaven, with the fixth and 
fecond 
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fecond Houfes. This Triplicity wholly ap- 
pertains to the fecond Stage of Man’s Life, 
namely, that of Vigour and Adon; and, | 
therefore, comprehends all worldly Attain- 
ments, with the Advantages flowing from 
them ; for, every Thing that worketh phy- 
fically, worketh for fome phy fical Good ; 
and, as the Motion of the Equator is from 
the eaft Angle to the Midheaven, fo is the 
progrefs made in all our earthly Acquifitions. 
The higheft Degree of Man’s Elevation in 
this World is to that of Majefty, Power, 
Honor, Degnitiy, Preferment, or Magiftracy 
or to any of thofe Situations by which he ac- 
quires Superiority and Affluence. Thefe, 
confifting of immaterial Matter, and forming 
the firft Order of earthly Dignity, claim the 
angular Houfe of this Triplicity, or the 
Midheaven. The fecond Degree of worldly 
Honor is conceived to arife from Subjects, 
Servants, Tenants, Vaflals, and Domettics ; 
and thefe, being formed of Matter material 
and animated, are placed under the fixth 
Houfe. The mine Advancement to earthly

Grandeur is by Matter immaterial and in- 


animate ; fuch as Gold, Jewels, and other 
valuable Effects, accumulated by Induftry

“The third Triplicity iretetecade eeivie 


Connexions, whether by Marriage, Confan- | 


guinity, or Friendthip; and thefe, holding on 


in the Order of Nature, even as the progrefs - 


is made from the Midheaven to the weftern 
Angle, apply to the progreflive Tendency of 
Youth to Manhood and Maturity. In this 
Stage of Life, Man is joined in a threefold 


Tie or Obligation; in Body, in Blood, and | 
in Friendfhip. _ Firft, he is joined in Body, | 


by the moft facred of all earthly Ties, Ma- 


-trimony, fanctioned under the Seal of 


GOD’s primary Command, ‘ Increafe and 
“« Multiply.” Secondly, he is joined in Con- 
fanguinity, not only by the Propagation of 
his Like, but by all others of his Kindred in 

Blood. 
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Blood. Thirdly, he is joined in F riendthip, 


under that facred Bond of Benevolence and 
| Love, which the ALMIGHTY commands 
_ every Man to exercife towards his Neigh- 
bour. This is the very Cement.of Society, 
and Medicine of Life; performing thofe good 
Offices in civil Life, which the Tree of 
Life promifed in our more perfect State; and 
thefe are the Sentiments of Friendfhip, 
which alone can give a true Relifh to every 
Enjoyment of this World. The moft im- 
portant of thefe Obligations being Marriage, 
is, for that Reafon, placed under Sanction of 
the angular or fuperior Houfe; the fecond 
Tie, being that of Blood, claims the Go- 
-vernment of the third Houfe; and the ele- 
venth Houte, which perfects this Triplicity, 
is facred to Friendfhip. Thefe three Hou- 
fes, from an Union of Nature, behold each 
other in a partile Trine, according to the 
Motion of the Equator.” 

“¢ The fourth and laft Triplicity is that of 
Paffion, which comprehends the three Claf- 
fes of human Afflictions. The firft or an- 

. | gular 
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gular Houfe of this Triplicity, in allufion 
to its Pofition in the lower Horizon, is ter- 
med the dark Angle, the Depth of Night, 
and Bottom of Heaven; the Den and Cave 
of the Stars and Planets.

Train of confequent Miferies, are appropri- __ 
ated to the twelfth Houfe. The laft Shock 
that'can be faftained by human Nature, is 
Death, the final End of all Men;. this is — 
under Government of the eighth Houf, ter- 
med, on this Account, the Houfe of Death. 
And thefe. Houfes, likewife, from the Con- 
| _ formity 
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formity of their Nature and Qualities, con- 
{titute a partile Trine in the Equator.” 

« Thus the Termination of this semporal 
‘Life isthe Beginning of Life Eternal; for 
Nature knows no Annihilation. All the 
WORKS OF OMNIPOTENCE are re- 
folvable or changeable from one State to 
another; but GOD, having created nothing 
in vain, faffers nothing to be annulled. 
Wherefore, according to the fecond Motion 
of the Planets, which is from Weft to Eaft, 
an I¢ntrance is made out of the eighth into 
the ninth Houfe, which is the Houfe of Life 
in GOD, whereiti Man is taught, by the

And now, WHAT MAN IS HE, who 
confiding in the Strength of his own Wif- 
dom, will dare to meafure the WORKS OF

firm, that thefe Operations and Divifions of 
the twelve celeftial Houfes, conjoined with 
fuch wonderful Harmony, Contrivance, and 
Concord, are the Effects of CHANCE or 
Accident ? or that will fay, fuch admirable 
Confents, fo excellently formed, and mutu- - 
ally dependent on each other, are cafually 
found in Things fo complicatedand abftrufe? 
Ifhe obftinately perfifts that thefe are 
altogether fictious, Iet him point out the 
Thing wanting to complete the Evidence 
in Support of the natural Foundation and 
Excellency of them? But he can do nei-, 
ther; and therefore, as this Divifion of the 
Heavens. is founded on Reafon, and obvi-— 
oufly contrived by fupernatural Wifdom and 
Prefcience, 1t comprehends, GENETH- 
LIACALLY 
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LIACALLY, all Things that in the Courfe 
of Nature can poflibly be enquired of, or con- 
cerning the Works of Man. Forasmuch 
as the Knowledge of Contrarieties is univer-|

firft Place, to calculate the true Motions of 
the Planets, and to erect a Figure of Heaven 
-accordiag tothe eftimate or given Time of | 
Birth ; and then to confider whether that be 
the true Radix or not, left he be deceived 
either in the Sign afcending upon the ORI- 
ENTAL 
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ENTAL HORIZON, or by an uncertain 


Hour miftake many Degrees thereof, (viz.) 
either in having few or no Degrees, or the 
Jatter Part of any Sign, afcending ; by which 
Error no certain or pofitive “fudgment can 
be given, either of the Complexion, Form, 
Conftitution, or Fortune of the Native. The 
ancient ASTROLOGIANS, for folving this 
Error, have delivered feveral Ways unto Pof- 
terity, whereby the eftimate or fuppofed 
Time of any Perfon’s GENITURE may be 
rectified and brought to it’s exact and perfect 
Rapvix; the firft Way then of redtifying 
a GENITURE, and reducing it to that 
Moment of Time when firft the Infant 
came into the World, was by the TRU- 
TINE OF HERMES, (one of the moft 
learned of all mortal Men, and as ancient as 
Mofes) ; and this Way of calculating is far 
more ancient than the ANIMODER OF 
- PTOLEMY, allowed by PTOLEMY 
himfelf. “Now the Rule of HERMES 
teaches, by the Place of Luna in the NA- 
TIVITY, to come to the perfect Time of 
Conception ; 
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Conception ; for the Moon’s Place in the 
Geniture, was the real Horofcope in the 
Generation; and her Place at the Concep- 
tion, or the oppofite, is the true and perfe@ 
Afcendant, or the oppofite of the Nativity ; 
the Confirmation of this very excellent Mode 
of reCtifying, which has been purfued and 
; approved of by the Learned, ever fince 
the Time of HERMES, is doubtlefs fuffi- 
cient to recommend it; yet fome have de- 
 clared ‘they have very often failed in the 
_ Practice of this Rule ; but then they do not 
confider the exact Method, taking the De- 
gree of the Moon’s true Motion in the Zo- 
diac for her Place, when, itis plain and ob- 
vious, her Place taken with the Latitude, is 
certainly underftood in the Rule, and the 
Degree co-afcending therewith. This 
_ Mode of redtifying, was, I conceive, well 
_underftood by the learned Sw Chriflopher 
Heyden, and becaufe no other Perfon, fince 
his Time, has taught the true Practice of 
this Rule, I fhall therefore give it a Place in 
my Work, for the Pleafure of thofe who are 
inclined 
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inclined to {pend their leifure Hours in ce- 
leftial Speculations.

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belonging to every Perfon, in a natural 
Courfe of Life, are found out, both in Qua- 
lity what, and in Meafure of Time when. 
Having faid thus much concerning the 
Rectification of Nativities, it will doubtlefs 
appear plain and obvious to the meaneft 
_ Uuderftanding, that the true Afcendant 
muft be exactly verified, before the Aftro- 
 logian proceeds to give politive Judgment 
_upon the Native’s horofcopical Figure of 
Birth. This is certainly a very hard and 
- difficult Tafk; and, fhould we err in this 
very important. Part of the Work, all- our 
; Calculations will prove abfurd and errone- 
ous. It muft certainly be evident, to every 
Peron: that the heavenly Bodies are in con- 
tinual Motion, and ‘therefore, every ten or - 
fifteen Minutes muft certainly vary their 
_ Pofition confiderably ; as does alfo various 
_ Parallels from any one given Point of the 
Heavens ; and hence it is, that the Latitude 
of the Place of Birth, as well as the true 
ASCENDANT, or perfect Time of the 
NATIVITY, becomes fo abfolutely necef- 
fary 
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bicy ih in calculating or bringing up the Direc 
tions of aGENITURE. 

As the Doéttrine of Nativities is the very 
Effence of ASTROLOGY, and the origi- 
nal Foundation, by which Mankind will 
Judge of the Utility and Reafonablenefs of 
this SACRED SCIENCE, it cannot be 
unentertaining, nor entirely ufelefs, even to 7 
acommon Reader, much lefs to thofe who 

intend to inveftigate and ftudy the Art, to 
know the true Grounds upon which this 
Part of the SCIENCE is founded; toge- 
ther with thofe Afpe&ts or Configurations 
of the celeftial Bodies at Birth, from which — 
our Predictions are framed; and the Time 
likewife when their Poa: and Influence 
will vifibly operate upon the Body or Affairs 

of the Native. But, as I do not intend in 

this Publication to treat upon introductory 

Obfervations, nor to give Rules in their 

Rotation, concerning the GENETHLIA- 
CAL PART OF ASTROLOGY, it being 
a Work I intend (GOD WILLING) to 
Publifh hereafter, in fo plain and eafy a 


Manner, © 
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Manner, that the meaneft Capacity may 
foon become capable of the whole Science. 
_ Thofe, therefore, who intend to ftudy this 
_ incomparable Art, and wifh to be conviNn- 
cep of its TRUTH, Reality, and Per- 
mfection, I refer to the QUADRIPAR- 
- TITE of the venerable PTOLEMY ; the 
— Truth and Excellency of whofe Do€trine, the 
Experience of many Ages, and the Obfer- 
vations of the moft learned Profeffors of this 
SACRED and SUBLIME SCIENCE, 
have legally eftablifthed and confirmed. 


Or THE Space or LIFE, OR WHE- 
THER THE NATIVE WILL LIVE 
Tro YEARS: oF MATURITY. 


Before the Aftrologian proceeds to any 
particular Direcfion of the five HY LEGIA- 

_ CAL Places, it is neceflary firft to confider 
the Strength of the Pofition of Heaven ; and 
therein whether the Degree afcending, the 
Lord of the Afcendant, the Sun, or Moon, 
or the Light of the Time, are extremely af-

tunes, itis certainly an Argument the Na- 
tive may live long, if otherwife, they deny 
long Life; for, it is commonly obferved, 
that when the Sun and Moon are in a par- 
tile Conjunction with Saturn and Mars, 
they are then very unfortunate ; nor for the 
mo(t Part do thofe who are born either upon 
the exaé# Change, or full Moon, live long 
or continue healthful; for they who are — 
born upon the full Moon, die by Excefs or 
too great Abundance of Moifture ; they at 
the Change of the Moon, for Want of Hu- 
midity, or by Reafon of too much Drynefs ;

All the Planets under the Earth, and nei- + 
ther the Sun, Moon, or Lord of the Afcen- 
dant eflentially fortified, or in good Afpe 
with Jupiter or Venus ; or the Lord of the 
 Afcendant going to a Conjundtion of the Lord 
of the Houfe of Death; or the Significa- 
or. of the Native afflicted in the eight 
Houie, deprived of all his Dignities, with 
other ill Teftimonies confiderable ; do cer-

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The Dragon’s Head or Tail in the fame 
_ Degree with Saturn or Mars, in the fourth

who are under the Earth at the Time ‘of 
Birth, are of little Power or Efiicacy in the 
fuperior Hemi/ppere ; ne eighth and twelfth 
Houfes are in this Judgment rejeGed, ag 
having no Affinity with the Horofcope, or 
Afcendant, and rarely fenifying any good to 
the Native, (as concerning Life ;) I mean,.

Ifthe Sun, by Reafon of his ill Pofition, 
is not capable of being ElyLec, or APHE- 
va, then fee if the Moon may be admitted ; 
-which if not, then confider if the Gen1r- 
TuRE be diurnal, and whether a‘ new 
Moon did precede the Nativity; but if the 
Geniture be nocturnal, obferve the full 
Moon going before the Birth; fee alfo what 
Planet had moft Dominion in thofe Places, 
and what Planet hath moft Dugmitzes, at 
leaft three effential Portitudes, in the Place~

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of the Sun, in the Conjun@tion or Oppofition 
preceding ; but in a nocturnal Geni Ture, 
‘in Place thereof, if a full Moon preceded, 
take the Place of the Part of Fortune; ex- 
amine which of the Planets hath moft Dig- 
nities, in thefe three Places, and is alfo con-_ 
ftituted inan hylegiacal Houfe; I fay, that 
Planet may legally be taken for APHETaA, 
or Giver of Life; but if the Planet who — 
hath moft Dignities in the Places aforefaid, 
be not in an aphetical Houfe of Heaven, 
then without further Trouble, take the Ho-' 
ah or Afcendant, for Giver of Life. 
efides, it muft be obferved, in diurnal

becaufe the equinoxial Times equally pafs 
the Horofcope and Midhbeaven, according to 
both which, the Likeneffes of the local Dif- 
tances are taken; and each Time fignifies a 
Aolar ear. 

Therefore, feeing thofe Things are {o, it 
is fit, when the APHETIC and precedent 
Place be in the oriental Horizon, that the 
Afcenfions, even to the Meeting of the De- |

Place is not in thefe three mentioned Limits, 
but in fome Space between the Times of 
thefe Afcenfions and Defcenfions, or Cul-

Pofition, and are in the fame Degrees, in 
Refpect of the Horizon and Meridian: but 
this happens to them which are fituate near- 
eft toone of the Semi-circles defcribed by 
Sections of the Meridian and Horizon ; each 
of which Semi-circles, according to the 
fame Situation, maketh the temporal Hours 
very equal.

Afcendant, being located therein.—Some 
Aftrologers nay, probably, contend, that the

ADDITIONAL OBSERVATIONS, PROVING 
THE UTILITY OF THE SACRED AND 
SUBLIME SCIENCE OF ASTROLOGY ; 
CONTAINING REMARKS ON THE NA- 
TIVITY OF A GENTLEMAN NOW LIV- 
ING, SHEWING THE DIFFERENT IN- 
FLUENCES OF THE PLANETS IN THE 
HEAVENS, BETWEEN A NATURAL 
AND A VIOLENT DEATH. 


INCE the firft Edition of this Work 
was given to the Public, I have taken 
the Liberty, in this Place, to give my Read- 
ers the remarkable Nativity of a Gentle- 
man; which will, doubtlefs, be efteemed 
worthy the Attention of thofe who with to 
be convinced of the Verity of aftral Predic- 
tion. 
But, before I inveftigate the Difplay of 
the celeftial Bodies in the Geniture above- 
a mentioned, 
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mentioned, I conceive it my Duty (in this . 
Department of the Science) to anfwer what 
fome have been pleafed to alledge in Oppo- 
fition to the Rudiments of this incompara- 
ble Art.—The Purport of the Query is 
thus: ‘ Suppofe two Perfons were born 
* exadly together at the fame Time, fhall 
«not both have Directions and Pofitions in 
«‘ the Heavens alike ; and be fubject to the 
“fame Degree of Profperity, Adverfity, 
«¢ Sicknefs and Health; and, in the End, 
<* fhall not the fame Power, in the Heavens, 
* deftroy the Life of each Native, at one 
‘Sand the fame Time, and by the fame 
‘¢ Quality of Death ?”—This may be con- 
ceived by fome to be a curious Queftion, 
but I fee nothing of Importance therein; 
only muft beg Leave to premife, that many 
there are, who afk Queftions of t4zs Nature, 
and at the fame Time do not properly un- 
derftand their own Meaning, and this I fhall 
endeavour to prove as far as is requifite, re- 
lative to the Subftance of this and fuch like 
Queftions. 


Thofe 
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_ Thofe who adhere to the Tenets of the 
Query before ftated, know very little of the 
common Principles of AsTRoNomMy, and, 
of Courfe, muft be very ignorant of celeftial 
Motion ; but, if fuch Perfons are allowed 
to be competent “fudges on the Rudiments of 
_a Science fo abftrufe and myfterious ;—if 
fuch are deemed capable to determine upon 
the Principles of occult Refearches, if fuch 
Perfons, I fay, are to be admitted to give 
their Opinion in Oppofition to a Science 
which they underftand not (the Principles 
thereof to them being unfathomable), how 
is it poffible but that (in fome Degree) the 
Science of Aftrology, and thofe who ftudy it. 
fhould meet with Cenfure and Reproach?— 
By fuch uncandid Oppofers it is, that this 
facred and fublime Art is flandered, and the 
WORKS of the ALMIGHTY in a great 
Meafure derided, which are fo manifeftly 
apparent to his Creatures on Earth :—But, 
asa learned Divine fays, “It highly be- 
“‘ comes every fober and good-Man, to glo- 
“rity the Creator of all Things, and to be 

#20 Life! f VEEN 
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‘very careful how he fports even with 
“the leaft among HIS GRACIOUS 
“WORKS,” which we know and under- 
ftand fo little of. 

Refpecting the Contents of the forego- 
ing Queftion, concerning ‘*two Perfons 
born exactly together at the fame Time ;” I 
confefs it may fo happen, but it is manifeftly 
_ apparent that they muft be born under the 
fame Degree of Latitude and Longitude 
(which is a very intricate Matter to prove) 
otherwife their celeftial Figures will be as 
different as their general Fates. However 
myfterious this may appear, yet it isa Fact 
beyond the Limits of Contradiction, that 
when Signs of fhort Afcenfion are occupy- 
ing the oriental Horizon, it will be found a 
very difficult Operation to obtain the true 
Afcendant ; fo alfo, when the latter Degrees 
of a Sign areafcending ; then, confequently, 
a few Minutes in Motion will alter the Na- 
- tive’s celeftial Figure of Birth confiderably, 
which cannot be proved by any but thofe 
who have attained to a {ufficient Degree of 
Skill in the celeftial Science, 

Suppofe 
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Suppofe a Child born at Newark upon 
‘Trent, (in Latitude 53° 6’ north, Longitude 
3 weft) on the 29th Day of November, 
1796, at forty Minutes paft three in the 
Afternoon ;and admit another Infant born 
at Exeter in Devon‘hire, (whofe Latitude 
is 50° 44’ north, Longitude 14' weft) at 
the fame Time; now only be pleafed to pay 
Attention, and obferve the Difference be- 
tween each Native refpectively, by the un- 
erring Canons of Aftrology. The Child 
born at Newark will have three Degrees 
forty-one Minutes of Gemini horofcopical ; 
and Mercury, Lord of the Afcendant, is 
. Significator of the Native, afflicted in the 
fixth Houle, in a violent Sign. Now, Mer- 
cury in Scorpio, according to the Opinion of 
moft Aftrologers, gives a Perfon of a mean 
Stature, well fet, broad Shoulders, fwarthy 
Complexion, fad brown Hair, with an ill 
compoled Body, very fubtle, inclinable to 
Company, and ftudious for the Promotion 
of his own Intereft ; and, as Mercury, Lord 


of the Aicendant, is afflicted by the Quartile 
of 
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of Mars, his Difpofiter in the Radix: 
therefore, was it poflible, according to fecond 
Caufes, for the Native to live to Years of 
Maturity, he would then become either a 
Thief or a Murderer.—The Child born at 
Exeter will have twenty-fix Degrees of Tau- 
sus upon the Afcendant, and Venus, Lady 
of Taurus, is the Significatrix of the Native, 
who is pofited in the cedeftial Libra, her owa 
Houfe, and free from all Manner of Afflic- 
tion, being beheld by the trine Afpect of | 
Saturn in the Zodiac, which denotes a Per- 
fon as much different from the former as 
ean poflibly be defcribed. Now, Venus in 
Libra gives an upright tall Stature, a decent 


'  compofed Body, and a Conformity in all the 


Members; fanguine Complexion, brown 
Hair, and Dimples in the Cheeks; but as. 
Venus is in. trine Afpect with Mars, it alters 
the Complexion in fome Degree to be rather 
ruddy, andthe Hair of a fandy brown Co- 
lour; in fine, Venus in Libra, efpecially 
when conftituted fuperior Significatrix, (as 
a this Cafe) denotes the Difpofition of the 

Native 
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Native to be very obliging, and generally 
well beloved of moft he has any Dealings or 
Converfation with. 

Many fuch Inftances as the former, are 
frequently unfolding themfelves to us, fhew- 
ing the vaft Difference between two Perfons 
born exactly at the fame Time, though un- 
der different Degrees of Longitude and La- 
titude; Inftances like thefe, I conceive, 
’ cannot be unentertaining to thofe who with 
to be converfant in elementary Philofophy, ' 
and the occult Refearches of Futurity. How 
often have we obferved in the Courfe of 
aftrological Enquiries, and have found by 
Experience and common Diligence therein, 
that fuch Nativities are worthy our Obfer- 
vation? In Genitures of a fimilar Nature 
we have feen that one has had Directions 
operating in the Heavens to deftroy Life at 
the Age of five or fix Years, and the other 
not until fifty or fixty. For as the celeftial 
Bodies are always in perpetual Motion, {fo it 
is obvious that the heavenly Matter afcend- 
ing and defcending is not always the fame, 

but 
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but varies confiderably with Refpect to the 
Time when the Figure is erected ; Regard 
being always had to the legal Meridian and 
true Latitude of the Place where the Na- 

tive is born. | 
Much more might here be advanced to 
fhew the Utility of this Science. But to 
iluftrate this Enquiry more fully, let us fup- 
pofe the Son of a Prince and the Son of a 
Beggar were both born at the fame Moment 
of Time, and under the fame Degree of 
Longitude and Latitude ; in this Cafe with- 
out any Doubt, their refpective Figures of 
Birth would be the fame, and the Afpects 
and Pofitions of the heavenly Bodies the 
fame, not admitting of the leaft Variation ;

For the Son of the 
Prince would not become a Beggar, nor the 
Child of the Beggara Prince; therefore in 
fuch Cafes it is materially requifite to confi- 
der the Sphere of the Native’s Life, and ac- 
cordingly give Judgment.—The Son of the 
Prince may have his Mrd-beaven directed to 
the 
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the Trine of the Sux, free from Affliction in 
the Zodiac, which will advance him to ftil] 
greater Honor and Dignity in the World 
than what he formerly enjoyed ;—The Beg- 
gar’s Child having the fame Direction ope- 
rating in the Heavens at the Time of the 
former, it will advance him in fome Degree 
from his Beggary, and occafion him to be 
honored and refpected by Perfons of a Rank 
and Profeffion fuperior to himfelf.—The 
Child of the Beggar may become a common 
Soldier, and be killed in an Engagement, 
while the Son of the Prince may take the 
Command of an Army, and, at the fame 
Time, be flain therein; for the celeftial 
Bodies, in their refpeCtive heavenly States, 
indifputably point out at Birth, what fhall 
befal each Native during his Abode in this 
tranfitory State. Therefore the Aftrologian 
regards Nature with the Eye of St. Paul. 

18. he looks not at the Things 
which are feen, but at the Things which are 
not feen; for the Things which are feen are

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Such are the manifold Contemplations of 
the sacRED Scrence of Aftrology, in the 
deep Secrets and Wonders of Nature, where 
every Action of the Heavens is equal to the 
Miracle of the Loadftone.

This is the Nativity of a Gentleman now 
living, who is a very intimate Acquaintance 
of mine, and, owing to the Friendthip which 
exifts between us, I have undertaken (by his 
Permiffion) to give an impartial Judgment 
on the very wonderful Pofitions and Confi- 
gurations of the heavenly Bodies contained 
therein ; which every Perfon but moderate-

but Mercury, Lord of the Mid-heaven, 
being afflicted in Sagitarius, his Detriment, 
and at the fame Time Combutt of the Sun, 
a 
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a general Significator of Honor and Prefer- 
ment, who is afflicted alfo, plainly declares 
that whatfoever Profeffion he may follow in 
future, or whatever may be his Situation in 
Life hereafter, yet, I conceive it is obvious, 
that his Efforts will not be crowned with 
Succefs, but, that his utmoft Endeavours, 
will, ina great Meafure, prove abortive and 
premature. Whatfoever thy Hand findeth 
to do, do it with thy Might, for there ts no 
Work, nor Device, nor Knowledge, nor Wif- 
dom in the Grave, whither thou goeft, Eccles. 
IX. IO. 

In this Nativity Iam exceedingly forry to 
find fo many Teftimonies of Violence difplay- 
ing themfelves in the Heavens, which, duly 
confidered, are certain Arguments of an 
ignominious and untimely Death to the 
Native. I confefs I have infpected many 
Nativities, but have never yet feen more 
violent Configurations in any celeftial Figure, 
than in the Geniture before us. 

The learned CLaupius Proiemy, tells 


us in the tenth Chapter of the fourth Book 
. of 
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of his QUADRIPARTITE, that ‘ Violent 
«and remarkable Deaths happen when both 
‘¢the Maleficks are Lords of the anaretick 
«¢ Places, or are joined, fquare, oppofe, or 
«* otherwife evilly affect both the Lights, or 
«« the Sun alone, or the Moon ; for then the 
«¢ Mifchievoufnefs of Death proceeds from 
“the Congrefs of the Maleficks, but the 
- ** Greatnefs of the Death from the Tefti- 
‘‘mony of the Lights.” | 

«It’s Quality is known from the Reft of 
“¢ the afpecting Stars, and the Signs contain- 
«ing the Maleficks.” 

Now if we apply the foregoing Rules to 
this Nativity, we fhall find the violent Planet 
Mars, Lord of the eighth Houfe, pofited in 
the tenth, in the celeftial Gemini, a Sign of 
human Form, afflicting the Sun by an Oppo- 
fition from Angles ; and it is further obfer- 
vable, that Mars in this Nativity is very 
inimical and unfortunate, being Retrograde, 
and deprived of his own effential Dignities, 
all which Teftimonies and Configurations 
declare that a violent Death is unavoidadtle, 

and, 
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and, therefore, by this Fore-knowledge, it 
is not poflible for Man to alter what the 
ALMIGHTY has decreed from all Eter- 
nity ;—Man is changeable, but God is the 
fame, Vefterday, To-day, and for Ever. 

The immortal Protemy obferves fur- 
ther, that ‘* Saturn {quaring or oppofing the 
** Sun contrary to Condition in fixed Signs, 
“caufes Death by Suffocation, by Tumults 
‘‘ of the People, by Hanging or Strangling ; 
<< in like Manner he doth the fame if he be 
«< occidental and the Moon follow ; and if 
«* Jupiter favours, and is infected by the 
«¢ Maleficks, it will be in public and cele- 
“brated Places, fometimes by condemna-_ 
“tion todie.”’ In the Nativity under Con- 
fideration, Saturn is not opprefling the Sun, 
but beholds him and the Lord of the Afcen- | 
dant by a benevolent Trine; yet, 1 am 
forry to fay, that he is afflicting the Moon by 
an exact zodiacal Square, and as the Moon 
is pofited in a violent Sign, and applying to 
evil fixed Stars, it augments the impending 
Violence confiderablv, and the more becaufe

Saturn in this Nativity is very unfortunate, 
being pofited in the fiery Sign Leo, and de- 
| prived of all his Dignities, in that particular | 
Part of Heaven which is oppofite to his own 
Houfe; and moreover, we alfo find him 
retrograde, in his Detriment, and opprefling 
the Moon by the Parallel of his Declination, 
which confiderably encreafes the threatened 
Evil; and, therefore, as both the Lights 
are fo extremely infected by both the Ene- 
mies, I have every Reafon to fear that the 
Efficacy of the before-mentioned malevolent 
Configurations, will, in a great Meafure, 
prove the fame as thofe which are defcribed 
by the venerable ProLemy. 
Again, he declares, that ‘‘ Mars fquare- 
‘¢ ine or oppofing the Sun contrary to Con- 
‘* dition in Signs of human Form, (wéicé zs 
«“‘ exactly the Cafeinm this Nativity) he will 
«‘ caufe Death by Slaughter, either civil, 
‘«hoftile, or by himfelf; and if Jupiter 
* (evilly affected, or deprived ofall his Digni- 
** ties) give Teftimony to Mars, Death will 
“‘ happen through the Anger of Princes and 
c ‘s Kings, 
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«Kings, and Condemnation ; ‘if the Male- 
“< ficks efpecially agree together, and fo op- 
ce pofe any of the faid Flaces, they make 
«the Cruelty of Death the more ; but the 
«< Quality of Death, and the Dominion, will 
‘ ofter near that which js in the Anaretick.” 

‘‘ Death happens in ftrange Places, when 
‘¢ the Stars which poffefs the anaretick Pla- 
“¢ ces fall from Angles, and efpecially, when 
«© the Moon either is found with, or fquare, 
“or oppofe ‘the {aid Places.” 

In the foregoing Nativity, we find the 
Sun in Conjtnaion with the Lord of the 
Afcendant, jn 2 bicorporeal Sign, of the - 
fiery Trigon; and both are difpofed of by the 
benevolent Jupiter, who is here very unfor- 
tunate, being pofited in Capricorn, his Fall, _ 
and out of all his own Dignhitics, in which 
Pofition we find ‘him afli@ed by the platic 
Oppofition of Mars ; and, ‘as Mercury, Lord 
of the Afcendant, is fixed in his Detriment, 
combuft of the Sun, and oppreffed by the 
‘Oppofition of Mars; alfo, ‘it ‘declares the 
Native is likely to be guilty of many Crimes. 

, : but 
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but the Quality thereof is particularly deli- 
neated in the twenty-fifth Chapter of Sa/- 
mons Hora-Matbematica, or Soul of Aitro- 
logy. 

Refpecting the Time of atl I fhall 
here Note, that the Horofcope, in this Ge- 
niture, is not to be taken for Giver of Life, 
nor yet the Part of Iortune. I am well con- 
vinced, that fome Aftrologers will not agree 
with me, in felecting the Hyleg in this Na- 
tivity. I do not adhere to the Sentiments 
of Mr. Gadbury, (an Aftrologer of the laft 
Century) on this Occafion, who taught, 
that the aphetical Dignity fhould always be 
taken from the Sun, Moon, and Afcendant ; 
but, with Refpect to the Mode of felecting 
them, it feems, he did in fome Meafure,

Befides this, it is obfervable, that the Duf- 
politrix of the Lord af England’s Houfe of 
Honor, and Grandeur, is pofited in her own 
effential Dignities, in Sextile with the Lord 
of the tenth, and fupported by a propitious 
trine Afpect of Mars, the natural Significa- 


tor of England, who is alfo elevated, being 
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in his Exaltation, and on the Cufp of the 
ninth Houfe, {trong and powerful, and in 
the Terms of Mercury, Lord of the Afcen. 
dant, and alfo in Sextile with him; all 
which Pofitions and Configurations forebode 
in a moft remarkable Manner, WEALTH 
and Honor tothe Government of GREAT 
Britain,and Profperity alfo in an unlimit- 
ed Degree, to the A‘Tairs and Coanfels 
thereof; to which, we muft not forget to 
add, wait the benevolent Planet Jupiter, is 
here pofited in the Afcendant of England, 
free from Affliction, and in the Dignities of 
his owa Dilpofitor. Phe Moon, alfo, who 
fignifies the common People, is entering her 
Exaltation, and tranflating the Virtue and 
Efficacy of Mars unto Mercury, Lord of the 
Afcendant, by a benevolent Sextile in the 
Zodiac ; all which Pofitions, attentively in- 
veftigated, are of the utmoft Importance, 
declaring Glory, and Amity, Riches, and 
Concord to the Englith Nation, and to the 
Inhabitants. of the Britith Liles, whofe Peace 
a among 
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among themfelves, is by no Means likely 
to be difturbed. Thus, the foregoing Dif- 
play of the celeftial Bodies, forebodes even 
at one View, that the Counfels of Great 
Britain’ thall be Profperous in reftoring per- 
manent Concord, and Tranquillity ; and fet- 
tling all thofe Commotions of War and 
Bloodfhed, which have fo long exifted in 
many Parts of Europe, though yet in the 
' Womb of Time.

= Ti is here to be obferved, that. 22° 27! is the oblique 
Afcenfion of the Oppofition of Mars, with his contrary 
Latitude; but if the Latitude of the Moon had been 
obferved in the diametrical Point, or Place of Direétion, 
the oblique Afcenfion would have been 26° 57's and 
Hie Arch of Dire€tion 21° 6’, 
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Atcenfion of the Moon, the Remainder will 
be 21° 23° for the true Arch of Direction. ° 

Various have hitherto been the Methods 
of direGing a Significator with Latitude to 
the Body of the Promittor, andother Rays 
in the Zodiac ; but, I truft, the only true 
Way is that which I have ufed above, in this 
laft very important Direction of the Moon 
to the Body of Saturn in the Zodiac, as given 
by Protemy, and followed by the learned 
Piacipus ; who fays “* That the Modera- 
tors, whofe Motion is latitudinal, whil# they 
are moved by the Diredtion, advance above 
their true and real Way, which is that of its 
fucceffive Latitude; I fay facceffive Lati- 
tude, by Reafon that it is not always the 
fame in the Nativity, or in the Beginning of 
the Direction’s Motion ; but is changed, ac- 
cording as fuch Prorogators vary the Dif- 
tance from-their Nodes ;”’ from which 
Words, I conceive, fufficient may be gather- 
ed to affure us, that, in fuch Cafes, we are 
always to find the Place of. the Direétion, 
according to Longitude and Latitude, that 
18, according to the Latitude of the Significa= 
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tor, m the DireGhion’s Place : and this Me- 
thod of Calculation is certainly agreeable to 
Reafon and allo Exxperzence. Here follow the 
DireGtions, with the Meafure of “Time a- 
greeing thereto, fhewing when they will 
take Effet; agreeably to the Sun’s geacen- 
tric Motion in the Ecliptic, according to the

Thefe are the principal Diretions that 
are worthy of our Notice in this Place ;—I 
have not directed the Moon to a//the Afpects 
that fhe meets with in the Zodiac, and 
World; nor yet to the refpective Parallels 
of Declination; and the Reafon is, becaufe 
the Gzver of Life, we obferve, falls in with 
feveral DireCtions of a malevolent Nature, | 
which feem of fufficient Force to take away 

Life, 
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Life, at the Time before mentioned, zz the 
Table of Directions. 
_ But you will probably afk, why did not 
the Moon’s Direction to the mundane Paral- 
lel of Mars, converfe Motion, deftroy Life, 
at the Age of four Years; as the Efficacy of 
that Direction was confiderably augmented 
by the fucceeding mundane Parallels of the 
Maleficks, ‘both direct and converfe ? x/- 
wer J-—F irft, becaufe no converse Direction 
tothe Hy/eg kills ; fecondly, the Moon was 
at the fame Time. directed by the fame con- 
verfe Motion, to the Rays of Jupiter in the 
Zodiac, which Direétion deftroyed the evil 
Power ef Mars; for it is obfervable that 
though Jupiter has Dignities in this Figure 
in violent Parts of the Heaven, ‘yet, being 
benevolent by Nature, he lends his Power 
rather. to fave than deftroy, even from the 
Quartile, or Oppofition, as we find it men~ 
tioned by Pro.eMy, in his Quadripartite. 
From the Nature of the Dire tions before 
mentioned, it is evident that the fubfequent, 
Directions of the Moon to the mundane Pa- 


rallels of both the Maleficks by direct. Mo- 
| ~ tion, 


te 
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tion, will be productive of very dangerous 
Effets, and it is highly probable that 
they may have a fufficient Degree of Power 
to take away Life; but I will not be 
pofitive in a Matter of fo great Importance: 
all that I intend to fay from the whole of 
what I have here advanced, is, concerning 
the Terminus Vit a, 1 rationally expe@ that 
the eighteenth Year of the Nativé’s Life 
will prove fatal, the benevolent Directions 
opera ating near that Period will be very weak, 
and, ef Courfe, not fufficient to preferve 
Life. At feventeen Years, eleven Months, 
and feme odd Days, the Moon, the Giver of 
Life, will be dire@ed to the Oppofition of 
Mars; followed by the Body of Saturn; and 
I (hall further obferve, that the Maleficks 
being here pofited in violent fixed Signs, and 
ftrengthened by angular Pofitions, confe- 
quently augment their Violence to each other 
in a very great Degree, fo that (as in this 
- Figure) they foon perferm their Work to 
deftroy Life, except very powerfully oppofed. 
Thofe who are Enemies to this Science 
may obferve that our Method of caiculating 
| Nativities 
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Nativities is founded on the Rules and Ob- 
fervations of the moft learned Authors in all - 
Ages of tne World, and is, confequently, to 
Be relied on ; for, 1f our aftronomical Tables 
are right, (as they indifputably are} I would 
afk, where then refts the impotfibility of af 
eertaining the Period of Man’s Life, and that 
with the utmoft Exactnefs? But in the mean 
Fime it muft be obferved, that alt thefe 
Calculations reft wholly upon the zrue and 
exact Time of Birth being obtained ; for, if 
we err the leaft in this moft important Point, 
all our indefatigable Labours are loft, and 
the Whole of aur Calculations utterly def- 
troyed ; which will certainly be acknow- 
ledged by all thafe wha know what Aftro- 
Tovy 1s. 
According to the Pofition of the heavenly 
Bodies in this Geniture, it appears that the 
Native’s Death will be rather hafty, and 
fudden, and the Difeafe not of long Continu- 
ance; therefore ifI err, I requeft the Rea- 
der would not in any Wife blame the Sci- 
ence, it is juft and true, I am defective in 
Judgment, every Mortal is liable to err, even 
in 
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in Matters that are more generally known 
than the fublime Science of Aftrology. 
When the Sublimity of this Science is con- 
fidered, it prevents, in fome Meafure, our 
Wonder at the rath Cenfures ‘of the Oppo- 
nents, and I certainly account it very far be-: 
yond all comimon Hope, ‘to reclaim thofe 
whofe Hearts ahd Confciences are fo zealoul- 
ly adamantine ;—but, I prefume, we may 
pafs over this Subject without the leaft No- 
tice, fince the Go/pel of our ever dleffed Re- 
deemer, and the faithful Minifters thereof, can- 
not efcape this moft ungenerous Fate ; The 
Rev. Dr. Gill, a late learned Divine of our 
Nation, tells us, that ** The Study of this 
“ Science is not thought unworthy of God’s 
“<< People, who thereby might learn to mani- 
_** feft God’s Glory from his Works in Na- 
“ture ;”?—Therefore, unto CHRIST that 
loved us, and wafhed us from our Sins in bis 
own Blood, and bath made us Kings and Priefts 
unto God and bis Father; to him be Glory 
and Dominion, for ever and ever. Amen.
